For want of a Green Paper . 


T he somewhat sterile debate about when a 
'directive is, or is not, a directive, ultima- 
turn or instruction (page 1) has lent the 
current phase of the Training for Jobs 
debacle Alice- in- Wonderland overtones which 
arc in danger of obscuring the issues beneath. 

Depending on where you stand, the argument 
over the exact nature of the Employment Secret- 
ary's letter to the Manpower Services Commis- 
sioners last month could be an irrelevance impciK 
ing the swift, efficient and inevitable implementa- 
tion of the MSC’s takeover of a quarter of 
work-related non-ad vanced further education: the 
gravest constitutional crisis ever to face the MSC; j 
or o useful delaying device thar may allow time for 
the arrival of the cavalry -or at any rate save a few 
political faces. As is only to be expected, it is a bit 
of all three. 

Any averagely- cynical student of government 
would interpret Mr Torn King's carefully-worded 
letter as on attempt to avoid the dictatorial odium 
of an explicit directive, coupled with a coded 
message to his own officials to present it as 
sufficiently close to that to cut short the cackle. 

The thrusting Mr Geoffrey Holland, clearly 
anxious to get on with his job as director of the 
MSC, evidently did not fudge quite effectively 
enough. Not only did he give the Commission's 
local authority opponents a semantic opening to 
prolong the argument, but he seems to be at the 
receiving end of charges of manipulation from the 
constitutionalists among the Commissioners - 


and other interested parties. 

The most public standard-bearer amongst 
these parlies has been Mr John Pearmon, vice- 
chairman of the Association of Metropolitan 
Authorities' education committee, who oppor- 
tunely seized upon signs of official ambiguity to 
renew demands for a rethink or the whole 
take-over exercise, or at least a re-run of the 
Commission meeting which took the decision to 
go ahead in the light of the King letter. 

So far as the AM A is concerned, any delay buys 
time, offers the chance to fight another day, and 
perhaps a face-saving excuse to bring back into 
line members like Walsall, (as wc reported last 
week) the first to break the local authorities' 
united front and decide to parley with the enemy. 

Nor will a little procrastination be unappealing 
to the Association of County Councils, which 
remains officially lined up with the AMA in its 
refusal to cooperate in any way with the takeover, 
but has not had a great deal to say publicly of late 
on the issue. It may be that the county councils 
hnve already tacitly thrown in the towel, and 
there nre certainly some - notably in the south-west 
- already on the brink of MSC negotiations. 

Out the ACC also numbers amongst its mem- 
bers some of the most implacable opponents to 
this breach of the principle of local authority 
education funding. It has to preserve a diplomatic 
balance between these opposing viewpoints, and 


delays help preserve the front of opposition us 
long as feasible. 

The constitutional bandwnggon now looks like 
being kept rolling by Opposition spokesmen 
Giles Kadicc and Bnrry Shcerniun, ns well us by 
Bill Keys, leading TUC representative on the 
i Commission, who persuaded the TUC General 
i Council last week to spend rather more lime on 
discussing the directive issue than it did on the 
1 miners- Leaving aside the obvious point that it 
must liuve been a good deal easier to achieve 
unity on NAFE than on Mt Scnrgill, if this docs 
lend to a reappraisal of the TUC's mcmltership of 
the Commission and cooperation on (ruining 
policies, it could indeed be a crossronds for the 
MSC. 

This particular bandwaggon was, however, laun- 
ched by the arch-constitutionalist, Mr Wilson 
Longden, who docs not allow his strong political 
support for the Government to stop him protest- 
ing his inalienable rights to independence und 
accountability us u Commissioner, und who still 
firmly intends to reopen the issue nt the next 
meeting of the Commission nt the end of the 
month (Profile, page '/). 

Even if lie succeeds, the realistic scenario from 
then on is that the instruction will turn out to be u 
directive, und l hut the MSC will then have the lull 
legal go-ahead for implementation. Given the 
deductions from the RSCi already signalled, 
l.c.a.surc now getting closer to the deadline when 
they will either huve to negotiate with the MSC to 


replace that funding, or sacrifice the«i’ 
their own young people depend od. '

Tlie HMl cuniculum discussion paper 
on English (page 5) represents the first 
major attempt to reconcile the old, 
enabling, grassroots style of curricu- 
lum development with (he brave new 
world of national aims, objectives and 
criteria, imposed from the top down. . 
And it has to be said that the result is a 
pretty fair mess. 

The Inspectors should not altogether 
be blamed for this. Their intentions arc 
impeccable - to broaden the range and 
objectives of English teaching, raise 
standards, and reduce the great dispar- 
ity between practice in different Bri- 
tish schools. 

The sections on aims and principles 
of English teaching, once again, and 
rightly, stress the Bullock Report's 
messages about how language compe- 
tence develops, and. how teachers can 
promote it - not by giving children 
Isolated practice exercises in different 
skills, but by starting with wh^t stu- 
dents want to say or write, and helping 
- thorn do it better and more effectively. 

One Can well understand the In- 
spectorate’s exasperation when they 
visit school after school, and find that 
the Pullock messages, including the 
vital messages about die importance of 
oral work, group work and discussion, 
have not got through to English de- 
partments, in spite of a spate of reports 
and discussion papers trying to dis- 
seminate them. And one should pot 
underestimate the pressure In&gpctors 
are under to take a tougher stance. 

But the new document cannot be 
judged by its intentions, or by the 
pressures which have inspired it: The 
important question is whether it will 
lead to higher standards, and to more 
of the broad and effective style of 
English teaching the. Inspectors have 
been promoting over recent years. 

Here, inexorably, one comes to the 
section on detailed objectives - 33 of 
them for seven-year-olds, 56 for 11- 
i year-olds, and 58’ibr. 16-year-blds. 


They are what is new in the document 
and what parents, governors, politi- 
cian^ newspaper ' editors and even 
teachers will focus on - however much 
the Inspectorate pleads for the paper 
to be read as a whole. 

They arc an nstonisliing mixture of 
the obvious, the trivial, the meaning- 
less nnd the barmy. Many are of no 
instrumental help at all: what is the 
point oF prescribing that 7-ycar-olds 
“should maintain listening attention for 
n reasonable length of time when their 
Interest is engaged"? Must wc really 
set out to teach children that "word 
order determines meaning"? 

It is not contradictory, but neither 
is it helpful to say that, teaching 
grammar, spelling and punctuation in 
isolation from children's own speech, 
reading and writing has proved re- 
markably ineffective - and then say, in 
a way that will be taken as prescriptive 
even If it is not intended to be - that all 
ll-year-olds should know the rules of 
spelling, the difference between 
vowels and consonants, the functions 
and names of the main parts of speech 
and so on. 

It is pa rticularly unhelpful when the 
Inspectorate sees the broadening of 
the primary curriculum to include 
more history, drama, craft, science 
and so on as an urgent priority. Now, 
above al] in primaries, they should be 
hammering the language across the . 
curriculum message, Hot focussing 
people’s attention on harrow aspects 
of competence or somewhat esoteric 
ideas about the use of “eye conract, 
facial expression,., pause, tempo and 
intonation."

Mr Fred Smithies, general secretary 
of the National Association of Schooi- 
mastcrs/Union of Women Teachers, 
warned that there would he an 
"appropriate response” from teachers 
if tnc Dack-pay was held up. 

However, fears that a similar situa- 
tion would occur in thc isle of Wight 
appear to have been allayed after Inc 
authority promised that it would try its 
utmost to ensure thc payments were 
made this month. 

Mr Peter Matthews, president of thc 
NAS/UWT, said teachers in many 
parts of the country had still not 
returned the goodwill they withdrew 
during the summer -and were banning 
lunchtime supervision and boycotting 
parents' evenings. I 

In Bexley's Howbury Grange 
school, where the headteacher, Mr Ian 
Mitchell Lambert, provoked an NAS/ 
UWT strike by deciding not to send 
children home during tnc dispute, a 
ban on out-of-hours activities is con- 
tinuing. 

In the Inner London Education 
Authority, where Labour leaders have 
launchcdT a scries of initiatives to 
improve the curriculum and combat 
sexism and racism, thc London NAS / 
UWT executive has placed a complete 
ban on all management-directed meet- 
ings outside school hours until a deal 
on compensation, such as time-off-in 
lieu, can be reached. 

A statement from thc executive 
added “The capital's teachers are now 
in no doubt that a proper break at 
lunchtime, spent out of school, is not 
merely less stressful, and more civilized 
and relaxing, but also provides an 
opportunity for them to charge their 
batteries for the afternoon session.

Tempers simmer 
over equality ad. 


Home economics teachers are up In 
arms over an Equal Opportunities 
Commission advertisement which they 
claim denigrates tbeir subject and 
falsely represents It as an easy option. 

The advertisement carries the head- 
line, “Will her choice of subjects cook 
her goose”, beneath a picture of a girl 
wearing a cook's apron and carrying a 
mixing bowl. It says that although there 
are many good jobs In science and 
engineering, too many girls still choose 
traditional “girls' subjects" ut school. 

“It may be an easy, comfortable 
choice. But It’s liable to be cold comfort 
in the search for the more satisfying 
and rewarding Job", the advertisement 
says. 

Mrs Maureen Greaves, home econo- 
mics adviser for Enfield, who along 
with Ms Pat Melhulsh, home economics 
adviser for Haringey, bos written lo the 
HOC to complain, said It was wrong to 
promote one subject by denigrating 
another. “I’m as much for equal oppor- 


tunities as anyone else, hut you're not 
going to help girls by knocking Irodl- ' 
tlonal subjects”, he sold. 

Ms Melhulsh said the Implication 
was that there were no rewards lo be 
had from studying home economics, 
which was quite wrong. 

In their letter of complaint they also 
say that maths and sciences are rarely 
timetabled against home economics in 
schools. 

The EOC, which admitted this week 
that many home economics teachers 
luid complained about the advertise- 
ment, defended It as a thought-provok- 
Ing uart or Us Women Into Science and 
Engineering campaign. 

Ms Lynda Carr, head of education, 
also said thot chat two years ago, when 
the EOC had sent out suggested guide- 
lines Tor good practice in home econo- 
mics to nil local authorities, not one 
response had been received from advis- 
ers and teachers.

A detailed document on English teaching is expected to 
provoke wide debate. Susannah Kirkman reports 


As many or today's English teachers 
have never been taught grammar 
themselves, it seems likely that they 


will need in-service (raining to help 
them meet the demands of the new 
curriculum proposals. 


Punctuation and spelling also need 
more attention, says the report. Seven- 
year-olds should know how to use full 
stops and capital letters, while eleven- 
year-olds should understand spelling 
rules and know how to use paragraphs. 
But. like grammar exercises, spelling 
tests and punctuation exercises are out 
unless they “relate to an identified 
need”. 

Communication skills arc important 
too, according to the inspectors. These 
should range from, for seven -year- 


olds, using gesture and movement as 

f art of effective communication, to 
5-year-olds being able to use eye 


contact, facial expressions, gesture 
and stance to respond to other 
speakers. 

Sixteen-year-olds should also be 
aware of the appropriate social "regis- 
ter" of language to use in a wide range 
of situations, and must be able to speak 
standard English when neccssury. Yet 
the dialects and accents of a child's 
home background must not be “criti- 
cized, belittled or proscribed". Pupils 
must simply know how to modify their 
own accents if it is difficult to under- 
stand them. 

The "preparation for working life" 
so popular with Sir Keith is also 
represented in the objectives for 16- 
ycar-old pupils. They include making 
and taking telephone calls, writing job 



applications nnd composing a curricu- 
lum vilac. Study skills such as note- 


taking and knowing how to consult 
reference books should start earlier, ai 

All children should be encouraged 
to read for pleasure, says the report. 
Schools should foster the reading habir 
by allowing time for private reading 
and providing a suirablc range of 
books. As well as fiction, pupils' 
reading should include reading for 
information, such as newspapers, 
documents, official forms and time- 
tables. 

If children do not achieve a basic 
■qjrel of literacy bysevcn.lhey may fall

Students at the Polytechnic of North 
London were planning a large peaceful 
demonstration when Mr Patrick Har- 
rington, National Front student orga- 
nizer, was due to attend his first 
third-year philosophy lecture today.

Mr Justice Kennedy refused to up- 
hold the order obtained by Mr Har- 
rington that the 13 lecturers should 
look at pictures taken of the pickets to 
see if (hey could indentlfy anyone. 

The judge BBid that to sustain the 
order to name the students was more 
likely to provoke tension than harmony 
in the polytechnic, since the protests 
had now died down. Nevertheless he

This week n group of 12 Icuclicrs ami 
other prc-school practitioners started a 
course that will introduce them to a 
highly influential approach to nursery 
touching, developed in the United 
States by the Higfi/Scopc Foundation. 

High/Scope and its director. Dr 
David Weiknrt, arc perhaps most 


famous for a longitudinal study of 123 
black and socially and economically 
disadvantaged children in S'psilanti, 
Michigan, which has provided hard 
evidence of rhe cost ana snciul benefits 
of giving children high quality prc- 
school teaching. 

The latest study found that at the age 
of 19, children who had been in the 
prc-school programme (which involved 
nursery schooling with a 1:5 teacher- 
pupil ratio, and one-and-n-half hours 
of home visiting every week) were 
more successful on a wide variety of 
measures than a carefully -mm died 
control group with no nursery experi- 
ence. 

The prc-school children were far 
more likely than the control group to 
finish school, go on to further training 


and have jobs and be able in support 
themselves tu the age of 19. (fill per 
cent of the pre-school group were 
employed, compared with 32 per cent 
of the others. ) 

And economists who worked oul a 
detailed costAurncfit analysis of the 
nursery programme reckoned that for 
every s 1,01)0 (£800) invested in a year 
of prc-school education, society' got 
back at least $4,000, in terms of 
reduced costs for education and for 
dealing with delinquency, ami in- 
creased life-time earnings for partici- 
pants. 

As well as researching the effects of 


the early 1 ‘Kills programme, the High/ 
Scope I’oundation lias been develop- 
ing what it calls "the Cognitive ly- 
Oricmcd Curriculum" for prc-school 
children. It believes it has evidence 
that Us particular upprouch to nursery 
schooling works well in n wide variety 
of settings. 

Tens of thousands of teachers in 
America have now been trained in 
Us highly systematic methods. Re- 
cently, ft has started courses for 
people who can go on to train others - 
and that is the course that the Volun- 
tary Organizations' Liaison Council 
for Under-Fives, (VOLCUF), backed 
by the Aga Khan and Gulbcnkian 
Foundations, has just imported to 
Britain. 

The 12 participants come from a

The circumstances of ms appoint- 
ment 20 months ago made it a reason- 
able assumption. Until then the 
nominaiion nad been in the gifi of the 
fbnhcr education associations, on 
ihe principle that commissioners had 
to represent the elements in a tripartite 
consensus. This time they were told 
the Government wanted someone sym- 
pathetic to its policies, and their candi- 
date was rejected. 

Instead, Mr Norman Tcbbit. then 
Employment Secretary, chose Mr 
Longden, vice-principal of Barnfield 
College in Luton, whose main claims 
to preferment nppeared to be the 
authorship of a conservative Central 
Office publication on school governors 
and his marriage to a very right-wing 
local Conservative politician. (He was 
also president-elect of the Association 
of Vice Principals, a body which 
ministers had never previously thought 
woith consulting over the appoint- 
ment). 

The further education bodies were 
the first to realize that the new commis- 
sioner was not behaving us expected. 
He insisted on consulting them on 
every issue, making it plain that he saw 
his primary task as being to represent 
their views. 

Before long, however, Mr David 
Young - whose own determination to 
use the chairmanship of the MSC to 
further Conservative policies no-one 
ever had serious cause to doubt - 
began noticing that he was arguing and 
sometimes voting the wrong way at 
meetings. The education commission- 
er did not seem to have grasped the 
message, for instance , that the Youth 
Training Scheme allowance hitd to be 
kept down as part of the attempt to 
lower the general level of youth wages.

controversial action. He agreed that 
the Government, as paymaster, cHn 
have the power and right to insist on 
getting its decisions carried out, but 
U must not expect the commission- 
ers to agree meekly that they were the 
right decisions, because the commis- 
sioners were responsible to the groups 
they represented. If they lost tnc 
confidence of their constituents, they 
would no longer be able to deliver their 
cooperation and there would be little 
point in having the Commission at all. 

Mr Longdon's obdurate insistence on 
preserving what he saw as the proper 
relationship between two parts of Ihe 
machinery of the state must until now 
have seemed merely rather tiresome to 
ministers. But he appears to be siding 
with the ministers' enemies in the 
present row over the handling by 
ministers and MSC officials of the 
Government’s plan to give control of 
much of further education to those 
officials. 

“I've shaken them out of their minds, 
Tebbit and the lot of them", the 
education service's commissioner says 
with some pride. “The lot” would not 
perhaps have been so shaken If they 
had looked a little more closely at the 


man they were appointing. 

On the face of it Wilson Longden is a 
natural recruit lu the new Conserva- 
tive populists with their disregard of j 
constitutional convention and old class 1 
loyalties. He is the product of a 
disciplined upper working class home 
in Cncstcrficla which subscribed to the 
Methodist virtues of hard work and 
self-improvement. He went from gram- 
mar school to national service as an 
RAF clerk and was persuaded by his 
commanding officer to go on to uni- 
versity. A degree in social administra- 
tion was followed by one in education. 
Then, after a spell of teaching in North 
America, came jobs in colleges and a 
marriage into an upper middle class 
family Bred in the traditions of colonial 
administration. 

From his education professor, Wil- 
son Longden had acquired a passion- 
ate interest - perhaps an obsession - 
with finding ways of reconciling the 
practical realities which affect educa- 
tional provision with the moral pur- 
poses it involves. A philosophy teacher 
turned him into a practical disciple of 
John Stuart Mill. 

“I’m a stickler for protocol because I 
see it as a safeguard against the 


arbitrary use of power. I’m against 1 
using power iu crush opposition - 
whether ii is in the education service 
or the GLC and the niciropnl'tun 
authorities", he says. The other major 
influence in Mr Longden' •> adult life 
and the formation of his current nui- 
IucIcn has been his marriage . and its 
recent eiul. 

Everyone assumed he shared his ■ 
wife's views. Penny was chief whip un I 
Bedfordshire Council "and she makes 
Margaret Thatcher look like a left- 
winger," he suys. Nobody noticed 
that he was a very '‘wet" Conservative 
indeed because he took no part in 
politics. He didn’t get the chance, lie 
says, because he was at home looking 
after their two sons while site was 
unending meetings. 

Now, after divorce, he has custody 
and care ol the hoys - Ihe only single 
parent, he believes among the commis- 
sioners. "Even the trade union repre- 
sentatives don't fully understand what 
the YTS allowance means to a single 
parent family. If the only dependent 
child joins the scheme, the family loses 
not only child benefit but the single 
pnrcul allowance which means that the 
STS allowance is worth only £14 m 
week to them. It’s that sort of hutnnn 


dimension that wc tend to lose sight 
of. " 

Financial decisions must always be 
seen, lie insists, in the lishl of their 
effect on human beings- "Thai’s all that 
really matters, in the end." 

Mr Longdcn's son Harvey, aged 10 
who wants to do a BTEC course and 
run a shop and Fraser, aged 13, arc 
constantly giving him new insights into 
human relationships. “They've 
learned from their experience of their 
grandparents, how much more the 
working class cherish and care for 
people than do the middle classes," he 
saw. 

Responsibility for his sons has not 
stopped Mt Longden from becoming 1 
the most assiduously peripatetic of (he 
commissioners. He sees it as his duty to 
travel around, keeping in touch with 
the Scottish further education in- 
terests as well as English and Welsh 
colleges; but looking after the interests 
of the Commission's own staff is also 
important and he regularly visits job 


centres and other MSC establishments

says. His visits arc always luted into a 
single day unless his sons are able tu 
travel with him. 

In between trips - which are taken 
on leave days and earned by doing 
night call duty fnr his college - he has a 
rigid pattern of telephone consultation 
with ihe FE bodies. The day before a 
Commission meeting he phones NAT- 
THE, the Association of College Prin- 
cipals, rhe Association of Colleges of 
Further and Higher Education, and 
then his own Association of Vice 
Princiniils. When a special issue arises 
he follows this with a much longer list, 
including the Further Education Unit, 
poly directors, and the vice chancel- 
lors. 

He does not always agree with them 
but will nevertheless put their views to 
his fellow commissioners. On Ihe pre- 
sent controversy over college funding, 
for instance, he has never hidden his 
longstanding belief that some reform 
nf arrangements was needed. 

What he says is that the White Paper 
should have been a Green consultative 
paper. He is convinced that, properly 
consulted, the local authorities would 
have agreed to change: without that 
agreement and the expertise of the 
authorities and the colleges, a mess is 
inevitable and it will take a lot longer 
to secure effective reform. 

Mr Longden is well aware that then, 
are difficult choices he has to make 
squarely nlonc, however much he tries 
to express the views of his constituen- 
cy and whatever allies he makes in the 
process. 

When he doesn't quite know what to 
do he goes home and plays some 
Chopin on his piano (he used to play a 
jazz trombone) reads Wordsworth, and 
then turns to J S Mill. He'd like to be 
the Education Secretary, but only if he 
could take Ihe instant route into the 
Cabinet without having to endure the 
hassles of a parliamentary career.

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Dated management theories causing stress 


Secondary schools arc using out-dated 
management techniques which put 
stress on teachers, according to Profes- 
sor Charles Handy of the London 
School of Business. 

In a Schools Council paper pub- 
lished last week. Professor Handy says 
secondary schools and teachers are 
suffering from “organizational schizo- 
phrenia.” They need to decide 
whether they are going to stick to the 
neid hierarchical management models 
of big business or if they should allow 
more flexibility and scope for indi- 
viduals. 

Professor Handy believes Hint in 
aping the bureaucracy of large 
businesses, the secondary school has 


been adopting a theory of manage- 
ment which is already out of date. 
Most modern businesses are now 
aiming for smniler, more responsive 
units. 

Teachers have too little time for 
effective management and their con- 
flicting roles sap their efficiency. “It is 
hard to be friend, judge and guard dog 
at the same time,” he adds. 

It is afso a mistake to expect the 
headteacher to act as leader and chief 
administrator. Combining the two 
roles can only lead to stress. 

And according to Professor Handy, 
strategies to reduce stress may be 
disastrous. They could include: 

□ thinking in black and white terms.

concentrating on the short-term, de- 
veloping unchanging rules; 

□ boosting sclf-confidcncc through,

Hungarians show new way for disabled

Poor O level results among black 
children in the London borough of 
B cent were variously blamed last week 
on "trendy teachers'*, “political activ- 
ists", and "ridiculously low expecta- 
tions”. 

In the political hotbed of Brent there 
were rare elements of agreement from 
Left and Right that the results were 
unacceptable, and that schools ex- 
pected too little of their black pupils. 
Beyond (hat, however, there was pre- 
dictable mud-slinging from both sides. 

Brent Community Relations Coun- 
cil has surveyed 1983 O level results 
among pupils in the borough. This 
year's results have not yet been col- 
lated but Ms Janet-Hope Bogle, 
education officer of the local CRC. 
said there was little evidence of any 
improvement. 

“Black children are failing in our 
schools, and failing extremely badly", 
she said. Schools tended not to put 
black pupils in for O levels, and (a 
make them resit CSEs in the sixth 
form, which was "totally demotivat- 
ing”. There was also too much emph- 
asis on social development, and not 
enough on academic achievements, 
she said. 

At Aylestone High, for example, a 
predominantly black school, out of a 
fifth form of 155 pupils, there were 
only seven English and 15 maths O 
level passes last year.

A special Hungarian system ot 
teaching physically disabled children 
has so impressed a high-powered team 
of British psychologists that Birming- 
ham Ciw Council is to give it extensive 
practical trials. 

What they discovered about conduc- 
tive education, as it is called, surprised 
even the most cynical of the group 
which visited Hungary recently. Child- 
ren with very severe conditions of 
spasticity, spina bifida, ataxia and 
athetosis, usually rendering them in- 
capable of independent controlled 
movement, had achieved normal 
| motor functions. They could walk and 
! manipulate materials to the point 
where they were able to attend ordin- 
ary school classes with children of their 
own age. 

The visit wns made by Professor Ian 
Howarlh, professor of psychology, 
Birmingham local education au- 
thority, Veronica Nanton, a regional 
welfare officer For the Parkinson's 
Disease Society: and Andrew Sutton, 
B Birmingham l.c.n. psychologist. 

Conductive education was de- 
veloped in post-war Hungary by Pro- 
fessor Adreas Peto. He used the 
psychology of Russian Marxists like 
1 Vygotsky and Luria, and the work of 
Pavlov, to construct a method of educat- 
ing children and adults to overcome 
. their handicaps, rather than just cop- 
ing with them with the help of wheel- 
chairs and gadgets. 

The method has been practised in 
Britain on a limited basis for several 
' years for children with cerebral palsy, 
at a special unit run by the Spastica 
Society. But the visit to Hungary 
: established that the applications could 
be much wider.

The children arc taught how to muve 
normally by the rigorous repetition of 
small movements which build up to 
complex skills. The conscious actions 
gradually become automatic reflexes 
and enable two-thirds of the pupils 
registered at the Peto Institute to 
attend ordinary Hungarian schools, 
where walking is a criterion of admis- 
sion. 

All aspects of the children’s treat- 
ment are in the hands of highly skilled 
teachers called conductors. They etc 
responsible for the child's emotional, 
educational and physical develop- 
ment, and so combine the roles of 
several distinct therapeutic professions 
in Britain. The conductor is therefore 
able to have an intimate knowledge of 
ail aspects of the child’s progress and 
can wotk out far more coherent indi-

After looking closely at the educa- 
tion service in Hounslow, Hertford- 
shire and Leeds, and translating his 
estimates onto a national basis, he 
suggests that 175.500 volunteer place- 
ments could be found in schools, 
colleges and the youth service im- 
mediately. 

Among the tasks suggested for 
volunteers are organizing outings and 
leisure activities, assembling special 
school materials, clerical and secreta- 
rial assistance, helping pupils with 
reading and number work, mending 
furniture, developing sports, helping 
with youth workers' research, working 
on school grounds, helping out in labs 
and libraries, and working on lunch 
and evening activities. 

Two detailed case studies are in- ' 
eluded in the report. In one, a primary 
and nursery school of 150 pupils in a 


physically handicapped pupils, helping 
technicians with audio visual aids, 
working in the library and ofFice. and 
for portering, security and reception 
work. Volunteers could also help run 
“Mums’ groups”, now serviced by 
staff. 7 

“The school has some 700 pupils, 
with a staff of 45. By the time I had 
finished talking with staff and looking 
round we had practically set up a 
scheme involving 20 young people on 
community service,” Professor Mary- 
land writes. 

He maintains that there are four 
particular advantages to having young 
people work in schools; their youth 
makes them able to communicate with 
pupils, they are involved in an area 
where their own experience makes 
them "natural experts 1 ', they can offer 
practical skills in areas like sport ond 
music, and young men can provide 
alternative role models in largely 
female-run primary schools. 

But findings from the MORI poll 
ihow that far more girls than boys are 
interested in volunteering for 
“teaching young children” as a com- 
munity service option. Only 14 per 
cent of young meq said they would 
prefer this work to other alternatives, 
against 49 per cent of young women.

Green light 
for 

industrial 

studies 

centre

King's School in Omni hum h:is been 
given the go-ahead by the Department 
of Trade and Industry und Lincoln- 
shire education authority to set up n 
centre for industrial studies. 

The centre, thought to be the first of i 
its kind, will be stuffed by tin industrial- i 
ist and a toucher, said Mr Derek Lee. 
head of King's. 

The industrialist will, he hopes: 

• Identify gups in the school curricu- 
lum and make it inure relevant to the 
needs of industry: ami 

• Help sixth-formers to set up and run 
a company so they enn get practical 
experience and establish h resources 
centre. 

The local authority Ims donated a 
house in the middle of Grantham for 
the centre and will fund 25 per cent of 
the cost of £86,000 over two years. The 
DTI has given 5U per cent and Mr Lee 
is confident that the rest will be raised 
from local industry and research orga- 
nizations. 

This idea grew out of his staffs 
involvement in the CBl’s Teachers in 
Industry scheme. “But it was always 
one-way traffic — industrialists never 
came to work in school”, Mr Lee said. 

So he approached the DTI with the 
tuea and got a “warm and sympathetic 
response’ . The scheme should gel 
underway next April with staff 
appointed by next September. 

The centre will be used by other 
schools in the area, and by local firms 
■°r . tneetings and for displays and 
exhibitions. Although it will operate as 
a pilot project Mr Lee hopes it will 
carry on beyond the planned two 
years. 

"We don’t intend to turn out a lot of 
Arnold Weinstocks, but it should 
make our pupils much more aware of 
the place of industry in the com- 
munity.” 

Like a lot of other schools. King's 
has at least a dozen liaison schemes 
with local firms for work experience so 
the centre would tie them all together 
and make more of an impact on the 
ethos of the school, he said. 

So fnr he has not decided whether to 
appoint one person, who would have 
“broad management experience” for 
two years or to have a different one 
every six months.

Pulling the jobless 
out of ‘car parks’

Three weeks after his promise on 
television that by 1985 all school- 
leavers under 21 would nt least be 
offered some job training, the Prime 
Minister M Laurent Fabius, has 
announced details of new training 
plans for young people ar a total cost of 
up to three billion francs (£250m). 

Paris hopes to place an extra 5(W,UU(J 
young unemployed between the ages 
of 16 and25 on the 20 or more differen t 
types of on-the-job courses already in 
existence, despite often-voiced critic- 
ism that these arc often parkings 
(car-parks) for the unemployed, ntid 
hopelessly ill-suited to industry's 
needs. 7 

M Fabius hopes to entice others into 
29 l 5jH 1 u, Y t y i°ks on a large scale - up to 
75,000, he says - following Sweden 
which has significantly reduced its 
numbers of unemployed, an example 
France desperately needs to emulate. 

The new plan coincides with a 
forecast from the Paris-based Orga- 
nization of Economic Caoperat ion an d 
Development that whereas 12 other 
countries (including Britain) will see 
an improvement in youth unemploy- 
ment figures. France alone will face an 
mcrease Nearly 25 per cent of her 
youth labour force is unemployed and 
. th, s« expected to rise to 28.5 per cent 
in 1985. 


Unemployment will certainly be a 
crucial factor in the parliamentary 
elections of 1986 and the already 
declining popularity of the Socialist 
government is unlikely to weather any 
increase. Previous attempts to solve 
the problem by state intervention have 
produced few results and even the 
kindest of crirics accuse the govern- 
ment of well-meaning bungling.

The only new clement in this new 
round in the fight against youth unem- 
ployment is the plan to offer young 
people low-paid community and en- 
vironmental work for 20 hours a week. 
This is not aimed at the under- pri- 
vileged or the maladjusted but will, it is 
hoped, take hundreds of thousands of 
all kinds of young people off the dole 
for six months to a year. Some could be 
sent to work in underdeveloped coun- 
tries. 

This initiative has been given a very 
mixed welcome. Professor Bertrand 
Schwartz of Dauphine University, an 
adviser to the Prime Minister on the 
youth opportunities programme, says 
that the success of the new scheme will 
depend on adult reaction. “If adults 
are scornful when they see young 
people clearing scrub or shopping for 
tne old and take the negative attitude 
that it s only right, the lazy, young 
layabouts should be given something 
usctui to do, then the youngsters woin 
want to take part." 

He believes it will be bcncficiiil for 
young people to have the choice 
a course ant! a community 
job. There are times when they need 
to get out and do something. " He 
would like to see belter coordination 
ot the various bodies involved in 
training schemes and increased decen- 
tralization. 

Reaction from the trade unions anil 
employers has been lukewarm. Tliev 
complain that the Socialists' anti-un- 
employment programme does nothing 
to create new jobs or stimulate the 
economy, nor does it attempt to im- 
prove the content of training schemes.

northern Australian slate of Queens- 
land is to sack teachers who publicly 
declare they are homusex uni. 

Mr Lin Powell, thc slate’s minister 
for education, introduced thc tough 
measure following .it least two recent 
court cases involving teachers con- 
victed of sexually abusing their stu- 
dents. In both cases thc courts criti- 
cized the Queensland education dc- 
1 paitmenl, teachers and parents for 
I railing to act when complaints of sexual 
abuse were made by the .students. 

I A few weeks ago, the Queensland 
Court of Criminal Appeal increased 
: the sentence of a former school head- 
master from six months to three years 
; in jail, after thc man had pleaded guilty 
to nine counts of having indecently 
assaulted lioys under 14. And in the 
city of Townsville lute lust year a 
teacher was convicted on four charges 
of having indecently assaulted school- 
girls and five counts OF exposure. 

At thc time thc judge said that the 
matter was complicated by the fact that 
the education department had rc- 
I ceiycd complaints about thc teacher’s 
acuviticsover n number of years dating 
back to 1959, but had ignored these 
complaints. 

These two cases in particular have 
caused an uproar in a state which is 
generally regarded as Australia’s most 
conservative, and where fundamental- 
ist religious groups have considerable 
influence. 

MrPowell said that strong action 
would be taken immediately to investi- 
gale complaints about tcnchers who 
physically or sexually abused students. 
“Anything that dilutes the public view 
of what a teacher should bc, will not be 
tolerated,” he said. ‘The welfare of

Mr Powell hns a history of action 
against homosexual teachers. A lew 
weeks agu he was instrumental in 
having organizers of a homosexual 
festival at the University of Queens- 
land withdraw a panel discussion un 
paedophilia from thc conference 
agenda. 

Mr Powell’s announcement has 
crane under attack from political oppo- 
nents and from gay groups in Queens- 
land and from other states, where the 
regulations regarding homosexual 
teachers arc relatively liberal. 

In New South Wales and Victoria 
the official line is that teachers arc not 
employed on the basis of race, skin 
colour, religion or sexual preference, 
and that no action is taken to investi- 
gate a teacher's behaviour in school. 
But according to the Sydney-based 
homosexual lobby group, the Gay 
Teachers and Students Association, 
harassment and discrimination against 
homosexual teachers in public schools 
is not uncommon despite the recent 
introduction of anti-disbrimi nation 
legislation which makes it an offence to 
discriminate on the grounds of sexual 
preference. 

The association claims that a great 
ninny homosexual teachers nre scared 
to “come out” because of the backlash 
they can expect from their school 
colleagues and students.

Study highlights co-ed drawbacks 


The phasing-out or single sex schools 
could be one uf the reasons why 
government initiatives to counter sex- 
ism In schools and Improve career 
prospects for girls over the post decade 
have failed, according (on new national 
report. 

While the evidence was ambiguous, 
research hud shown (hat many girls 
feared being successful In the mixed 
and highly competitive environment of 
a co-education school, (he report says. 

Schools for girls were normally 
free from some of the forms of sexual 
harassment found in cn-eriucatfoiiul 
schools, and were not .subject In tile 
"territorial defence behaviour” of 
boys. 

The report, Girls and Tomorrow: the 
challenge for schools , was written by a 
10-member all-woman working party 
set up by the Commonwealth Schuuls’ 
Commission - the main udvlsory body 
to the federal Government - in 1981. 

It Is (he first major national review of 
girls’ education since the publication or 
the (hen controversial uml highly 
praised 1975 study, Girls . Schools and 
Society. 

The report snld (hat in a single-sex 
girls’ school, the space and the 
teachers* time and attention would he 
exclusively devoted to girls. 

This could well be Important, parti- 
cularly In traditionally male disciplines 
and subject areas such as mathematics 
and the physical sciences. However, 
even in slngle-scx environments, In- 
sensitive teachers con behave in ways 
which make girls feel unimportant, 
peripheral lo mainstream (male) socie- 
ty and restricted In terms of (he options 
available to them in life, 

“In very powerful ways slnglc-sex 
schools can still enforce messages about 
‘femininity* and sex stereotypes 
through peer group Hnd teacher press- 
ure on girls who do not conform.”

in most Australian stales, single-sex 
schools have been gradually abolished 
over (he past 15 yenrs and replaced 
with coeducational schools.

V 
schools left, out of a total of more lliaii 
2,000 government schools. The educa- 
tion department’s policy Is to phase out 
all slngle-scx schools. 

The commission’s report found that, 
despite the Initiatives Introduced by 
federal and stale governments since the 
mid 1970s to counter sexism In schools, 
girls continued to he severely disadvan- 
taged. 

•‘The quality of girls’ education does 
not match that of boys* In terms of 
developing confidence and self-esteem 
or marketable skills. There are still 
fewer resources for girls’ schooling 
than for boys’ (and) teachers continued 


tu alliK-ale less id llivir time lo girls than 
to buys." 

This resulted In girls undcrestimat- 
ing their own capacities and gaining a 
restricted Image or the Tulare. Many 
left school tucking confidence and poor- 
ly equipped to make conscious and 
informed decisions about future life- 
styles since their uptions had already 
hren limited by the content uf Iln-lr 
school courses. 

“They are likely to drill aimlessly 
into unsuitable employment, into un- 
employment ur Jntu sit nations where 
they Iihvc* little control over their own 
destinies.'’ 

A relatively small number nf girls 
were taking part in courses such ax 
mnfheinallc.s, the physical sciences anti 
technology which were traditionally 
male-dominated areas, the report 
nildeil. 

Tills was severely limiting girls' 
employment and terlhiry cdiicutiun 
options. 

"In terms or curriculum, progress 
towards a nun- sexist id a rattan has 
bet'll slaw und piecemeal, (and) schools 
art not providing girls with the neces- 
sary Information and skills on which to 
base decisions about their post -school 
life. Many curricula reinforce girls’ 
perceptions of themselves us subordin- 
ate to and less competent than boys, 
and llielr values und opinions as less 
important than those of males.” 

The report has recommended that 
thc federal Government should formu- 
late a national policy on thc education 
of girls which would provide the neces- 
sary direction for national change, und 
a model for schools to follow. 

It ulso recommended that: 

■ Measures be taken to promote more 
women to senior positions In schuol 
hierarchies. 

■ Curriculum content al all levels be 
changed to make it less male-oriented. 

■ Action be taken lo help teachers and 
trainee teachers to recognize and rec- 
ti IV assumptions and behaviours which 
disadvantaged girls. 

■ Research he conducted into ways u! 
eliminating sex hlus In schools.

A .ill maintained schools must give parents 
the opportunity to elect two parent gov- 
ernors hy next September. And even 
before these provisions of the I9XH Educa- 
tion Act come into force, the Government's 
Green Paper, Parental Influence at School, talks 
about giving parents u majority on governing 
bodies. 

The experience of many schools, however, is 
that few parents put themselves forward for these 
posts or show much interest in such elections. 
Low turnouts at election meetings arc common, 
as arc low polls, even when the school opts for n 
posiul ballot. And with procedures often left in 
the hands of heads who may or may not be 
sympathetic to parents playing a pari in running 
the school, the democratic nature of such elec- 
tions is called into question to the point where 
Ihcy are in danger of becoming a mockery. 

Though some schools still elect governors by a 
show of hands at open meetings the new law 
requires elections to be by secret ballot. But 
beyond that, there arc no general rules on 
electoral procedures. The Secretary of Slate for 
Education has left the details to the discretion of 
local authorities which, in many cases, have 
simply passed the responsibility on to heads, with 
varying amounts of guidance. 

As Joan Sal I is, chairman of the Confederation 
for the Advancement of Slate Education (CASE) 
says: "A secret ballot docs not, in itself, ensure 
fair elections or maximum participation." In- 
deed, u move away [rom electing governors at 
school meetings and towards postal nomination 
and voting could mean parents Arc asked to vote 
on the basis of scanty knowledge of the candidates 
or none at all. In one school, parents voted for a 
candidate who they thought was the chairman of 
the parent teacher association, only to find it 
was someone else with the same name.

Sheffield introduced elected parent governors 
as long ago ns 1970. Initially this meant meetings 
with a show of hands, but this was very quickly 
changed to a secret ballot which was thought to be 
fairer. 

Two years ago, Sheffield look advantage of the 
1980 Act to combine its previous 12 years’ 
experience in a system of election which it felt 
would produce the best turn-out and the most 
representative parent governors. 

Starting with a clean slate, and to provide some 
continuity, Sheffield decided on a rolling system 
of potent governors. Each parent stood for three 
years, or at least as long as his or her child was at 
the school, but there were elections every year. 

™* meant initially electing three parents- one 
lor three years, another for two, and a third for 
only 12 months - to each school’s governing body, 
w thftt, in subsequent years, other parents could 
he elected for the full lorm of office. 

Sheffield now combines the school meeting 
win n postal ballot so successfully that it boasts 
thni more than a third of parents vote in most 
schools - as many as vote in local council 
elections.

In another instance, :i head is said to have made 
tlic life uf the parent governors so difficult - 
asking them to account to the whole of the school 
for any tiling they said - that other parents were 
reluctant to come forward. 

Il is not very realistic to expect parents suddenly 
to start turning up at meetings or putting 
themselves forward for election where there is no 
prior history of parental involvement in (he 
school. Fewer than hull' of all schools are thought 
to have parent teacher associations, for instance. 

Getting to know the candidates is obviously 
easier in a. small school in aclose-knit community. 

A meeting where candidates can he asked 
questions also helps, though this is by mi means a 
standard feature of parent governor elections. 

Some believe the would-he parent governors 
should make a declaration of their political 
stance. Felicity Taylor feels however that “the job 
is about being a parent, not about politics". 

Candidates may be asked to provide a state- 
ment about themselves though East Sussex 
suggests limiting (his lo nva or three lines or 56 
words, which hardly provides much scope. | 

Some l.e.a.s give one vote per parent, some 
one per family, or only to the parent who registers 
the child. The ILEA allows the vote to anyone 
who falls into Ihc category of parent for other 
school purposes. That can he as many as four, if I 
partners have split and remarried.

lay down stringent regulations about who can 
stand - for example, nnyone employed by the 
authority , olher teachers in London ot those with 
relatives working in the school are disqualified.

Association of Governors and Managers 
(NAGM) liighlights another reason for parents' 
Apparent apathy. “The thought 6f being n parent 
governor is off-putting to most people. The 
majority of parents don't want to interfere in the 
running of the school. They feel they haven’t the 
time, haven’t the knowledge. They mny not even 
have been Into a school since they were there 
themselves.” 

The London Borough of Newham has recently 
run two one-day courses for a total of 500 
considering standing as governors - many of them 
parents. Part of the reason for its pioneering 
approach is that by September next year it will 
have to find many more governors. In the past, 
several schools have tome under only one board 
of governors, albeit with (wo parent representa- 
tives. Now, under the 1980 Act, each school will 
have its own governing body mid the Borough is 
taking the opportunity to increase parent repre- 
sentation to four on each. 

But the key tu parent interest must ultimately 


Yet it is not only the run-up to the election and 
the election Itself which Is important In enourag- 
ing parental Interest. It is also the visibility and 
apparent effectiveness of the parent governors 
when they are in office. The Green Paper suggests 
(hey produce regular reports to parents ami the 
ILEA, has them represented on sub-committees 
and also has a Parents' Central Consultative 
Committee (PCCC) which meets regularly. 

Recently the PCCC suggested to Frances 
Morrell, the ILEA leader, ways of encouraging 
more parents to vote and stnnd as parent 
governors. Their suggestions include holding all 
election meetings for nil schools within the same 
week, local TV and radio briefings, sensitivity lo 
parents’ needs when arranging meetings (includ- 
ing creche facilities), a postal ballot which is 
currently not part of the 1 LEA's recommenda- 
tions, and more attractive publicity material. At 
present the authority prints leaflets in 10 lan- 
guages for schools to send to parents and provides 
posters. 

But even if such suggestions are followed, 
parent governor elections, are probably still a long 
way from the type of hard electioneering which 
prompted one parent to stand outside the gate of 
one school, lobbying and handing out badges to 
children going home.

Whet her or not a department did produce its own 
literature, it was usually possible to infer n good 
deal about its professor, its administration and its 
attitude towards prospective students. 

Not everyone approved of departmental hand- 
books. “We do not publish more detail than what | 
appears in our undergraduate prospectus. Most 
undergraduates seem to find this more than 
adequate,” came the tart reply from a Midland 
university. Another, further south, was dispara- 
ging of “anything neatly printed”, claiming that 
other departments only indulged in such publicity 
if there were “seeking more patronage". The 
senior lecturer who wrote this did, however, 
concede that “the fashion is growing for depart- 
. mental booklets and it may be dial we shall have 
to btfW to that fashion before too long.” 

' ' A number of departments had publications in 
the pipeline, or thought they had. H l believe one Is 
being prepared,” replied an admissions tutor 
hazily.

The most engaging reply came from a professor 
who said he was enclosing “a copy of a very poorly 
presented little pamphlet”. Perhaps his sense of 
shame overcame him: at any rate, the pamphlet 
was not in the envelope. He was altogether 
splendidly self-deprecating, admitting that he did 
not hold open days for applicants since there was 
“not a great deal to see” and, in any case, “what 
they mostly want to see is this beautiful small 
town." 

What of the handbooks themselves? A few arc 
severely descriptive and do little more than 
re-state, even re-print, what is in the general 
prospectus. 

Mast, though, try to give a flavour of their 
departments, as well as explaining what each 
course or paper involves and how il will be taught . 

Particularly helpful are those booklets which 
explain clearly how the courses divide into 
different options and combinations after the first 
year. On the other hand, complicated flow-chnrts 
and cross-references can be counter-productive. 
“It has been suggested," admits one handbook, 
"that to understand any course structure on first 
reading should automatically entitle one to r 
degree." 

In presenting their courses, several depart- 
ments Focus on their English language teaching - 1 
no doubt to attract more students and keep up 
numbers, but also to reflect the growing emphasis 
on linguistics and to stress that side of English 
which features least at A level. The trouble is that 
to the sixth-former the jargon is at once off- 
putting: a language pedagogy course focusing on 
"input hypothesis and the interaction hypothesis” 
sounds a far cry from Ursula's teaching practice In 
The Rainbow. 

“The language remains one of our most 
advantageous assets and exports" claims Edin-

University admissions tutors are generally com- 
plementary about schools' references, but with 
competition Fot places at present levels, can they 
be improved to give sixth-formers the fairest 
possible chance of .a plnce? 

The reference Is crucial. Logical or not (it is, 
after all, a very subjective document), the part it 
plays in 1 getting a sixth -former into a degree 
course cannot be stressed enough. Most admis- 
sions tutors say they give it greater weight than 
anything else. Moreover, with so many applica- 
tions, selectors have cut down their interviewing, 
and so rely even more on the application form. 
UCCA gives candidates no 1 space In which to 
argue their own case - why (hey have chosen their 
subject and particular courses - or to demonstrate 
their own ability, and so their referees have to do 
it all for them. (Polytechnics at present do give 
candidates space to do this but it may not be 
possible when they have their own UCCA-type 
centralized admissions system.) 

Referees start with a major handicap. They 
have to write one reference which will be read by 
. five different selectors, each with their own views 
on what they want of candidates, end who are 
unlikely to agree on what a well-written reference 
looks like, so pleasing them all is impossible. ' 

Referees may be writing at one and the same 
time for. the most careful and sympathetic -of 
ruton} and forthepiost idiosyncratic and tra<JI- ' 
' tjonaV(to whom any explanation for underachieve- 
menf is a lame excuse). Tact and clever use of 
language are therefore essential allies-ln dealing 
with selectors. If tftesuggestion that an dx bridge, 


burgh's leaflet, arguing that n degree in English is 
not an instant passport to unemployment . Several 
departments are anxious to stress this: "Not all 
English graduates want to tench," snys Ihmgor, 
asserting defiantly that "Studying literature needs 
no justification beyond the pleasures mid benefits 
of reading.” Lancaster lists the I rudillonal careers 
for English graduates - leaching, lihrarianship 
and journalism - but points out that its graduates 
also find posts even in "such (initially unlikely) 
careers as accountancy or management". It adds 
the crucial rider: “Most enreers will demand a 
further year of professional training.” 

Some departments use their handbooks to give 
English Studies u human face: "We try to be, and 
on the whole we think wc arc, a friendly 
department," says Hull, which also prints a large 
photograph of its secretaries at work. Beneath is 
the caption, "As a student you will quickly learn 
what the staff have known for years, that the 
Department could not function without the skill, 
cheerfulness (and tolerance) of our two secre- 
taries.” 

Others stress their facilities and the advantages 
of their location: “Not only beautiful surround- 
ings, but a lively city culture" (Edinburgh). For 
those who find the “rich and varied cultural life on 
campus" not enough at Warwick, "there are 
occasional visits to London" when neither Strat- 
ford, Coventry nor Birmingham will do. 

The more far-flung look for compensations: 
“This is a good place to study fhccausc it is 
decently quiet)-, a good place to make friends 
(because conditions make it fundamentally grega- 
rious)" reports Lampeter. 

Prospective applicants always want to know 
about offers and grades, and departments which 


outline their selection procedures sboffik 
their customers properly j n mind, £ 
produces a very helpful guide to 
referees. Leicester advises, “WcSm, 
interview applicants, hut wc often sendh 
essay which has been written in thesinhb 
bore warned is forearmed.

UCCA bas tried, and Failed, to got admissions 
tutors to produce a “sample” reference, so it can 
only give referees a bald compromise check list of 
points to cover which are unexplained, undefined 
and lack clarity. What, for instance, do they mean 
by “reliability"? The referee's best hope is a no 
gimmicks, well-written, well-reasoned, thought- 
ful , a nd objective report with as much care as time 
allows. Be as wpll briefed about the candidate's 
chosen courses as weft a? the Candidate. Follow 
the instructions on the form. 

The main emphasis must always bb on the 
candidate's intellectual and academic perfomi- 
an« and potential. Admissions tutors say 'they 
want an intelligent evaluation of the candidates' 
academic and intellectual development to gate, 
how they are at present developing, and what this 
appeara to mean for their! future potential. 
Referees should note the Word evaluation. A : 
major criticism from some admissions Offices is 
' that referees do not Evaluate properly. Fox 
instance. It is not good enough just to write of 
“high" or “average" academic potential - “high" 
or “average” In rqlatlod'- jb what or whose 
standards and on what evident? .

Some departments 
make their own arrangements hut most universi- 
ties organize them through school liaison officers. 
Visits may be arranged on nn “all welcome" basis 
or they may be provided only Tor those who have 
received offers at the particular university with- 
out an interview. Most departments say they are 
always willing to sec sixth-formers by arrange- 
ment. hut some dearly feel they cannot cope. 
One hard-pressed admissions secretary replied, 
-Wc do not organize anything within the depart- 
ment for sixth-formers - I personally have more 
than enough trouble arranging UCCA inter- 
views!” 

Nevertheless, any contact with individual de- 
partments is helpful, and the English handbooks- 
an d no doubt those offered by other disdplines 
too - are well worth having. Even if their aim is 
self-promotion (and not all of them arc primarily 
public relations material by any stretch of the 
imagination) they certainly help schools to tell 
pupils more about departments and about how to 
discriminate between the various courses and 
approaches to English Studies on offer. 

This is a clear advantage of the departmental 
handbook over the general prospectus: in u 
subject like English, where an increasing range ol 
approaches is possible, the fullest explanation of u 
department’s philosophy must be a good thing, 
and it is rarely possible within the general I 
prospectus. I 

Above ail, the handbook can give the prospcc- | 
live candidate valuable clues about the style and 
ethos of the department. This matters a lot since 
many students, during their three or four years as i 
undergraduates, may well come to identify more 
closely with their departments than with their | 
colleges or halls of residence. Their experience ol 
university will be crucially affected by the depart- 1 
ment to which they have attached themselves. 1

M Toi long after I started teaching I arrived 
I early for a Icsmhi. My head of department 
l W was just releasing his class from tiigo- 
J- w nometry. There is a law of hiuphysics 
which Slates that the velocity of nn organism is 
directly proportional to the length of time it has 
been subjected to trigonometry. 

The room emptied quickly. On the blackboard 
was a neat and skilful presentation of the cosine 
rule and my colleague was about to erase it . Some 
of us make a habit ofclcaning the board before we 
leave the classroom; partly because we are so 
considerate and partly out of a desire to eradicate 
the evidence. This was loo good to lose, though, 
and ignoring the twenty-seven incremental points 
that stood between us I seized him by the elbow. 

"That's beautiful’', I said. "I would never have 
thought of introducing the cosine rule like that." 
Wc had not discussed the teaching of mathema- 
tics before and as far as I recall we never did again 
but on that morning, fora few minutes, we talked 
about ways of teaching the cosine rule. 

What I learned, was something much more 
fundamental: experienced teachers probably 
have something that is worth passing on to less 
experienced colleagues. I'm sorry if that sounds 
patronizing, ur trite, but I believe that a great deal 
of expertise thnl could be handed on, or at least 
held up to the light, has failed lo reuch the wide 
audience II deserves. 

The fact is, wc don’t talk to each other. We 
discuss, or complain about, the pupils, the head 
and sometimes each other but wc don't talk about 
the business or teaching. We come close lo it 
occasionally when & publisher's representative 
spills his goods over the staffroom table and 
invites us, we imagine, to be critical. Then we may 
air our dislike of a particular textbook's treatment 
of this and tell each other that we really don’t care 
for that method at all.

Is there something unethical about discussing 
□unprofessional skills with other teachers? Why 
do teachers only rarely sit in on each other's 
lessons even when they have the time? Do we lack 
interest in what our fellow teachers are doing or 
feel that we have nothing to learn from them or to 
give them in return? 

The answer, I believe, is simply lack of 
confidence. We arc not accustomed to exposing 
our methodology in adult scrutiny aftd, sensing a 
Teluct&nce in others, afford them the same, 
perhaps unnecessary, privacy. This is a great pity 
for wc dearly have much to learn from each 
other. Since I joined the’ Microelectronics Educa- 
tion Programme (MEP) and began running 
in-scrvice courses 1 have seen teachers stand up in 
front of their colleagues, hesitate, falter, then 
clear their throats, grasp the nettle, establish their 
authority and deliver a lesson or seminar with the 
same competence they demonstrate, unwitnessed 
by adult eye, in the classroom. 

The majority of teachers are actually much 
better at the job than they think. Those who come 
to recognize their own abilities become less 
competitive and more sympathetic to the weak- 
nesses of others. In addition, they do not find it 
quite so daunting when they discover someone 
who is really rather better at it than they are. 

Soon, many more teachers could be "coming 
out". The NUT has recently put forward a 
number of ideas in a proposal to involve serving 
teachers in the training and supervision of 
teachers on teaching practice. Mr Fred Jarvis, 
NUT general secretary, has said: “Experienced 
teachers have a great deal to offer to young 
teachers and those that train them." 

It is known that Sir Keith Joseph favours the 
expansion of in-service training since he intro- 
duced direct grants to local authorities last year In 
support of re-training in some priority areas. The 
Advisory Committee on the Supply and Educa- 
tion of Teachers has recently accepted in principle 
recommendations that Could quadruple the num- 
ber of teachers released for full-time in-service 
training. For those interested in tapping the 
enormous resources residing in the staff of a 
school, there are some exciting prospects. 

My concern now, as a talent spotter on the 
lookout for future teacher-trainers, is that these 
exciting prospects do not produce offspring that 
end up in thC bone yard of good ideas that tjied. 
A central theme of MEP's INSET strategy has 
always been to identify those teachers who, with 
MEP teahiiiig, could be used by their i:e.a.s td staff 
focal INSET programmes. We cali it “cascading" 
and wjthout it MEP strategy would make littlt

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effect then the teachers selected must clearly be 
those capable of training others. 

To begin with, there was little expertise around 
far MEP to draw upon. Many teachers of 
computer studies had never studied the subject 
formally, had a very patchy knowledge and would 
have needed a long course before they were iible . 
lo leach others. The same was true for electronics 
and control technology. Only in computer based 
learning was there an obvious fund of expertise 
among subject specialists who could Immediately

get down to the important business of considering 
ways In which the computer could be used lo 
enhance the teaching of their subject specialisms . 

The greatest barrier to “cascade" and to the 
sharing of expertise between teachers, is the 
nature of the job Itself. Teaching is not the sort of 
work 'which lends itself easily to being left for two 
days while the head of English goes off tb the 
teachers’ centre to run a course in the use of word- 
processors in children's acquisition of language. It 
would not be so difficult to obtain the release of 
Superleach for this kind of work If there was some 
direct benefit to the school or if it only happened 
. 'once a yeof anrl then id only one teacher. Offering ■ 


to provide cover Is frequently not sufficient 
incentive to a head In allow staff lo undertake a 
training role in the local authority. Two years of 
grappling with this problem have led me to this 
conclusion: teacher-trainers will either have to be 
seconded for a year at a time, probably to a 
college of education, or INSET win have to take 
place outside the school day, with teacher- 
trainers being paid and course members giving 
their time free. I expect wc shall see both models 
in operation but probably more of the latter. 

Those who go off to work in a teacher training 
institution for a year will get support and guidance 
from their temporary heads of department . Those 
working outside the school day arc on their own 
to a large extent and should make sure they know 
just exactly what they are expected to do and the 
nature or their target audience. They would do 
well also to ensure that realistic allowances have 
been made for the resources, accommodation, 
(caching time and preparation rime required to 
achieve the course objectives before they take on 
such in-service work. One for one contact to 
preparation time is the ratio we use in the Eastern 
Region MEP. 

When I first heard about “cascade" I compared 
it to pyramid selling in which, you will remember, 
everyone ended up selling everyone else life 
insurance. The more latent I discover among 
practising teachers the more I come to. like the 
comparison. ’

When lie was about 14, George Boas, one of (he 
subjects of Tributes, "discovered that one need 
not lake courses in order to learn things, and so he 
began to read the clussics for himself'; suddenly 
the years of mindless drilling in Latin and Greek 
made sense. Few English-speaking pupils now 
have (he pain or the privilege of such drilling: 
more's the pity . ifoniy because , as Gombrich snys 
on another page, you do not understand ynur own 
language until you have tried to Icum another 
one. Tire decline in the humanities is u refrain of 
these orations, some of them delivered before the 
present assaults on non 'technical education 
begun. 

Boas's experience, not uncommon in the J900s, 
embodies the myth of the nutodidnef. whose 
teachers taught him nothing. Some of Gombrich 's 
other subjects made discoveries for themselves, 
and of course, as lie well knows as an art- 
historian, the ancient sculptor Lysippus was 
according to Pliny "no man's pupil". Such stories 
evade the point, and when we look closely at the 
Boas anecdote we find that "wit/i the exception of 
one teacher these two languages were developed 
exclusively for the use of gramma rinns and i 
philologists' 1 (italics mine). Surely that was the 
teacher who opened the door to another world, . 
like one of mine whose ideal summer afternoon 
consisted of reading ViTgil's pastorals under a 
tree. 

One might still do this in the middle of Pori 
Sunlight, the garden city complete with an gallery 
provided by Lord Leverhulme for his soapma le- 
ers.

" ordinary people” than Leverhulme, and Nature 
and Art as Needs of the Mind , a Leverhulme 
Memorial Lecture .

Nevertheless, changes over the Iasi four de- 


codes have not nil been Tor good, especially when 1 
one considers the nppuliiug lack of both know- 
ledge and curiouslty in so many arts undergradu- 
ates today. Since there is no shortage of material 
Tor either the eye or the ear, the fault must lie 
rudierin an altitude, instilled from above, which 
divides knowledge into essential and inessential. 
The popularise bogeys of til it ism and paternalism 
represent in fact concepts vital to true culture; the 
first maintains (hat, for example, classical music 
offers indeed more to the mind than pop. the 
second maintains that the opportunity to acquire 
such values should Ik- generally available. 


T his year the Frankfurt 'scene changes for - 
most of the British publishers. After 
many years In the colossal hangar of Hall 
Five, they have moved to a splendid new 
£30 million building, Hall Four. Its first floor (so 
called - a triumph for English over American 
usage) contains not only their exhibition space 
but three restaurants, one of them called the Ptib,‘ 
with six other eating places elsewhere in the 
building. A far cry from queueing at the widely- 
spaced coffee points of Hall Five, where all too 
often Wurst (“Frankfurters”, as the British and 
Americans invariably called them) was the only 
attainable sustenance. And now there are evea 
moving walkways to provide transport through- 
out this incredibly extensive Fair. It seems the 
old days of endless fool-slogging from one 
appointment to another may be gone for ever. 

No other British industry receives so .much 
government support for a trade fair as British 
publishers do at Frankfurt. The' Board of Trade 
carefully monitors the details of publication rights . 
sold to foreign buyers. The yearly renewal of the 
subsidy indicates clearly that the Book Fair is a 
worthwhile 1 Investment of taxpayers' money. 

What kinds of British books and projects are on 
offer in the Frankfurt market place? Everything 
imaginable, and many not imaginable,, from a 
pop-up version of the Kama Sutra to Bahydays, 
two books of colour photographs 1 of babies, 
designed for mothers to look at with their babies; 
or Peter Ustinov’s forthcoming humorous History 
of the World, which Thames Methuen are 
publishing next , spring. 

Aqd how do schoolbooks fit into this general 
picture? To take an extreme case to begin with -is 
there any chance at all of a British Secondary 
textbook, which is necessarily tailored precisely 
to our own syllabuses, being translated alnd - 
.adapted for use abroad?

Much ingenuity is now being deployed in taking opera to wider - and 
younger - audiences. Philippa Davidson reports on the latest initiatives, 
and Rupert Christiansen interviews the ROITs education officer 


project next year. Adopting the in- 
depth approach advocated by Pauline 


Tambling (and also the Opera North 
education team), Neil will be working 
with four London secondary schools. 


Preparation will include a study of the 
art and history of Ancient Egypt, and 
the British Museum will be involved. 
Purist eyebrows will inevitably be 
raised at the idea of cutting and 
rearranging the music to make it 
accessible to the children. Thc end 
product will be a performance in front 
of adults and other schools, with over 
200 children on stage and 80 to 100 
instrumentalists in thc orchestra. Next 
season's repertory workshops from 
ENO will be Madam Butterfly, Fidelio 
and Tosco, while the ILEA Cockpit 
Theatre will be helping out with Man- 
on and The Makropoulos Gum and 
administering thc ILEA ticket scheme 
for schools wishing to attend ENO 
performances. 

Small companies such as Nexus 
Opera find difficulties in implementing 
an educational policy because of lack 
of funds. Another problem is (hat 
unlike national companies they cannot 
usually offer a follow up performance 
of a repertory opera. Nexus is, howev- 
er, unusual among London companies 
in that much of its work to date has 
been with primary school children, and 
in keeping with thc needs of this age 

O , it has developed workshops 
on children's improvisations. A 
particular success has been the 
rhamesmead Project. Together with a 
team of professionals, pupils from 
Windrush Primary Schoof created 
their own opera. Educationally, an 
approach that encourages curiosity 
and develops imagination has much to 
recommend it. For thc headmistress of 
Windrush the project was an original 
and worthwhile way of building on (he 
work of class and specialist teachers. I 
asked Karen Dust, Nexus’s adminis- 
trator, whether she thought opera's 
credibility would be increased If pro- 
jects could involve larger numbers of 
children from n variety of schools. She 
stressed that the intimacy of the smoll 
group was all part of the “demystify- 
mg” process. The Thamesmcad group 
attending the Falslaff matinee were 
thrilled to recognize a member of the 
project team amid the red plush of the 
Royal Opera House. Having treated 
their own opera, these children were, 
Karen felt, just as well prepared as 
those who had been through the mare 
formal workshop/printed back-up 
routine related to the opera In ques- 
tion! 

Scottish ’Opera, . nine-year-old 
pioneers of opera education, adopt a 
slightly more controlled approach to 


opera with primary children. To en- 
sure that teachers and opera tenm arc 
perfectly in harmony Scottish Opera 
tor Youth works closely with Strath- 
clyde education committee on music, 
text and general background. In 1984/. 
85 they revive the successful Big Top, 
and also hope to put on London's 
Burning (based on the Great Fire af 
London) as well as an Aztec entertain- 
ment. The Opera team rehearses the 
children who have been prepared for 
some weeks ahead witn music and 
props - thc rest is up to the youngsters 
themselves. 

Community opera is one of thc best 


P auline Tumbling has hud a 
busy year since appointment 
as thc Royal Opera House’s 
first full-iimc opera education 
officer (see The TES , January 13). 
When 1 interviewed her again recently, 
she and her dance education colleague

Welsh National Opera is con- 
centrating its community effort on Ely, 
a depressed residential area of Cardiff. 
Operations take place in a disused bus 
depot. At thc recent summer festival 
children from four schools (two prim- 
ary, two secondary), plus two rock 
bands and a cast drawn from youth 
centres, adult recreation groups and an 
over fifteen club created their own 
opera around the stoiy of Thomas 
Jones, a local simpleton and social 
outcast. WNO also offers repertory 
workshops (next season Carmen fea- 
tures) and has plans for an interesting 
solution to the problem of printed 
back-up - an opera comic for seven to 
eight-year-olds. 

“All those snobby people singing in 
Italian in high voices" was one Scottish 
child’s view of opera (before she had a 
visit from Scottish Opera for Youth, 
naturally). The opera companies’ edu- 
cational efforts are courageously 
directed towards breaking down "thc 
less tangible, altitudinal barriers to- 
wards the arts, created by such factors 
as social class or lack of educntional 
opportunities” (Arts Council Educa- 
tion Bulletin, Summer 1984). Though 
community projects are the best way of 
achieving this goal, most companies 
were reluctant to commit themselves 
to detailing future plans too far ahead 
because of uncertainty about funding. 
However, education officers are so 
confident about the educational value 
of opera for all young people (not just 
those studying music or drama) that 
they have formed a committee to lobby 
thc coordinators of the 16-plus exam. 
Will opera studies take thc place of 
history, music or modern languages ns 
these subjects fall from favour? 
Teachers will soon be able to consult a 
central registry to find out the opera 
news; for their particular area, Most 
companies tour, so no one has the 
excuse that his or her class cannot see a 
live performance.

One new idea is to develop opera 
exhibition kits for schools hire; in 
another direction, there have been 
experiments with English “subtitles", 
projected on to a screen above the 
stage during a performance. There has 
also been a lot of effort put into 
improving liaison with other opera 
companies’ educational activities, “ft 
would be idiotic to compete, and I 
hope wc can continue to pool our 
strengths and complement one 
another." 

One of thc 1984/85 season's mast 
imaginative schemes is the opera 
house's participation in a production 
or Carmen, to be mounted at Christ- 
mas by two Northamptonshire com- 
prehensive schools. The Northampton 
Youth Orchestra will play and the 
schools will provide chorus and small- 
part players. Covent Garden is offer- 
ing coaching, technical and visual 
advice; pupils will also come down to a 
performance of the opera at Covcnt 
Garden in November, with Teresa 
Berganza and Josd Carreras. 

Thc 1984/85 matinees for schools 
also include three Mozart operas, in 
the hope that this will encourage 
teachers who want to keep up a 
“Mozart thread" throughout tnc year. 
“So much depends on the creativity 
and taste of the teacher," remarks 
Pauline. “I realize that they have a lot 
to bottle against in timetable terms, 
but 1 think it is a pity when they take 
thc easier options, like photocopying 
thc material we hand out to them at 
seminars. Others ' baulk at modem 
music - even Peter Grimes, which 
some teachers say that they can't play , 
through on the piano.” 

All in nil, however, Pauline is very 
pleased with the results so far. Her 
budget, for all thc generosity of the 
underwriting foundation, may be 
small, nnd she may bo exhausted, but 
there has faecnan enormous amount of 
pleasure and energy coming through.

Educational Development and School 
Building: Aspects uf Puhlic Policy 
1945-73. By Stuart Maclure. 

Longman £14.95. 

Ibis book was planned to enmmemor- 
iiie the work of Sir John Newsom, 
Chief Education Officer for Hertford- 
shire from 1940 to 1957, who was also a 
director of Longman and, for the lust 
six years of his life ( 1966-1971 ), Chair- 
man of the Harlow Development Cor- 
poration. Smart Maclure decided to 
concentrate his attention on Hertford- 
shire's contribution to school building 
and its influence on national policy in 
the post-war period, though there are 
numerous references to Newsom’s 
educational ideas us evinced in his 
widely-read Penguin Special The Child 
•it School (1950) und in - to use 
Mad tire’s words - the “much under- 
valued" Newsom Report on Half our 
Future (1963). 

‘flic contribution of Newsom and the 
architectural team led by Stirrut John- 
son-Marsliiill to the development of 
school architecture lias been described 
before but it is here given very detailed 
and interesting treatment. The school 
population in Hertfordshire, ns in 
many other parts of the country, was 
rising rapidly after 1945 and there was 
a firm commitment under the 1944 
Education Act to raise the school 
having age just at the time when the 
British economy was adjusting to the 
effects of the Second World War with 
the severe shortages of building mate- 
rials and skilled labour which charactc- 
rized the immediate post-war period. 
The Government’s initial solution was 
to provide Minstry of Works' huts (the 
famous, or notorious, “Horsa" huts) to 
rope with the problem. This proposal 
nomfled Newsom, an essentially civil- 
ized and cultivated person, both on 
aesthetic and educational grounds, 
and although in the end he wns forced 
to accept some of the huts, he made 
good his claim that carefully planned 
Buildings using prefabricated compo- 
nents could do the job well below the 
previously accepted cost and lime 
norms for traditional buildings and still 
embody good - indeed superior - 
educational practice.

sources. In brief, Hertfordshire con- 
tinued to develop its techniques of 
industrialized building dedicated in a 
progressive educational outlook and 
when Johnson- Marshal I moved to he- 
enmc Chief Architect ut the Ministry 
of Education in 1948 und took with him 
several of the Hertfordshire team, 
their approach to building schools 
transformed Government policy and 
affected, cither directly nr indirectly 
almost every local education authority 
in the country.

and Science, the setting up of n 
Development Group, its numerous 
a milling Bulletins publicizing the new 
approach and the growth of the Build- 
ing Consortia are all fully described, 
not in abstract terms but by bringing 
out the personalities of the officials 
and architects involved. 

It is indeed a stirring account and 
produced what Maclure characterizes 
as a “golden age" of school building. 
And, like all golden ages, it had to 
come to an end - 1973 being the year 
chosen by the author rs the date when 
the reaction really set in: falling school 
rolls, economic recession, the reorga- 
nization of the Development Group 
and the collapse of some of the 
Consortia marking its decline. What 
was achieved on the administrative 
side during those heroic daw is well 
described, and on the architectural

Then, if vou 
think they merit investigation, 'she 
takes v»»u step by painstaking step 
through collecting the material to 
producing the written report. ’Hie final 
chapter on how io set anout getting a 
research grant could be especially 
valuable. } 

Kane’s own encounters with woollv-

putting. Her methods of recording 
data arc sometimes unnecessarily com- 

E heated, if not old-fashioned, such as 
ceping all the initial material in 
hardback notebooks and duplicating 
records on hits of paper. She seems to 
have little awareness of the spread of 
private computers on Ilie mainland; 
ilie author is from Dublin. It she knew 
nbout thc way word-processors work, 
for example, she would never suggest, 
much less insist on footnotes. But she 
does tell you where to put the mike 
when sound recording, and not to 
forget to carry spare batteries. In the 
end there can he no doubt about thc 
hard truth of sloppy data collection - 
"l. You will not remember it. 2. You 
will never catch up." 

Research calls fnr n strange amal- 
gam of courage, clerking skills, and a 
personality which can cope with both 
anxiety «nd drudgery. Add sound ' 
methodology and luck, and the re- 
wards of pushing hack the frontiers of 
knowledge can be yours.

Star chasing 


Frozen Star. By George Gceensleln. 
Macdonald £9.95. 

In late September 1967, a young 
gradunte researcher, Jocelyn Bell, 
made a remarkable discovery. Using a 
special radio telescope designed by her 
professor, Antony He wish, she picked 
up pulse-like signals from n section of 
the sky. A less diligent scientist might 
have dismissed these as interfere nee. 
To Jocelyn Belt, they were worthy of 
closer investigation. 

It was a wise decision. Detailed 
research at her Cambridge laboratory 
revealed that the signuls were precise 
and regular (occurring every 
1 .3373101 1 seconds), and extraterres- 
trial. They could almost have come 
from an alien civilization. Indeed, Bell 
later admitted she briefly entertained 
such a thought but dismissed it. In fact, 
she and Hcwish had tirade a discovery 
that "marked a minor revolution in 
astronomy”, according to George 
Grecnstcin. 

They had found the first neutron 
star, an object so crushed and compact 
it seems to defy the laws of physics. 
Inside a body only 10 kilometres in 
diameter, the moss of an entire star hns 
been compressed to inconceivable 
denlsty. A one-inch cube of its matter' 


weighs 100 millions tons. Even stran- 
ger, the star is whirling round every 1 3 
seconds, spreading us bizarre radio 
signals through the galaxy. 

The discovery was thc first evidence 
of the existence of an extraordinary 
class of bodies, objects so heavy and 
dense that sometimes even light can- 
not escape iheir surfaces. Collapsed 
stars that are this massive are called 
black holes and one day may form the 
resting place of all matter in the 
universe. 

No one has yet found one, although 
astronomers believe discovery is close. 
This strange chose hns now been 
chronicled by George Cireenstein, pro- 
fessor of astronomy oi Amherst Col- 
lege, Massachusetts, in a remarkably 
readable book. Frozen Stars conveys 
both the fascination of research and 
thc exhilaration of discovery and 
understanding. 

Nuclear physics and cosmology arc 
important, but arcane, subjects. 
However. Greens tein has succeeded 
both in personalizing his explanations 
and in conveying a feeling for his 
subject without exaggeration or the 
overdrarnallsations which so afflicts 
US science writing. A first-class work 
of scientific popularization.

Without striving for literary 
effects and rising above mere discom- 
forting propaganda, they tell of the 
genuine, individual histories which lie 
Behind the newspaper reports and 
later, large-scale surveys. 

In both a social and literary sense, 
excellently explored by Paul Fussell in 
The Great War and Modem Memory, 
that war has gained a pivotal position, 
the one with which poetry is invariably 
associated. Many of the poets that 
survived it - Sassoon, perhaps, among 
them - found it difficult to write about 
peace with anything resembling their 
earlier force. While being unlikely to

Tony Benn is to some a prophet 
preaching the socialist new Jerusalem, 
while to others he is a dangerous 
fanatic whose personal ambition has 
destroyed rite credibility of the Labour 
Party. Sydney Hfggens claims that 
Berm’s achievement is to hove kept the 
Labour Party true to its socialist roots, 
roots that have been undermined by a 
pragmatic leadership. If this is so, 
though I believe it to be a gross 
overstatement of the case, then the 
book ought to have discussed the 
contents of Benn's policies and their 
Implications for the power struggles 
between Left and Right within the 
Party. What passes for analysis is no 
more than a cursory glance. 

Benn's part In the internecine war- 
fare In the Labour Party from the 1979 
defeat culminating in the rout of June 
1983 is hardly treated. Neither does 
Higgens convey the sense of exhaus- 
tion that was felt in the Party and which 
largely resulted from the activities of 
rival pressure groups and the whole 
Militant business.

■ Now both Lcnviscs arc dead, the new 
men in literary studies, wrestling with 
hermeneutics and narrative theory, 
must he wondering what the fuss wns 
about. Americans, who dominate 
nowadays, have never grasped it. The 
grossly wide-of-thc-mark caricature of 
Leavis as “Dr Simon Laccrons" in 
Frederick Crews’ over-rated The Pooh 
Perplex is a case in point. 

The value of this collection is that it 
gathers the memories of contempor- 
aries, who remember the couple when 
they were young, and many of the 
reminiscences arc valuable in their 
own right. Gwendolen Freeman, who 
rightly attacks Leavis's over-simplified 
view of the eighteenth century, in- 
corporates asides of social history such 


as the inrgon mid etiquette of Girton in 
the 1920s. 

Among the jewels of memory . 1 
most enjoyed the account of FUL by 
his niece Mary fitter, showing us 
Lcnvis the country hoy, recording the 
habits of sticklebacks, expertly scy- 
thing grass, skating, walking. Profes- 
sor L C Knights describes the AVrufriiy 
days ami regrets lliul Leavis's judg- 
ments and attitudes “became a kind of 
orthodoxy within the prevailing ortho- 
doxy . . . his hat tlc-cnes became shib- 
boleths”. Professor Muriel Briid- 
hrook’s contribution is com- 
plementary to the obituary of Mrs 
Leavis published in 7V umibridiv 
Review. There is clearly more she 
could tell us. 

Much of the book is beautifully 
written, elegiac, perceptive. But its 
overwhelming impression is of sad- 
ness. So many contributors write of 
unprovoked attacks by Mrs Lcnvis. 
The editor suggests that her terrible 
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knew crushing poverty in the 1850's, 
"When attacked tor his Con gregati onai- 
ist faith by the Rector ofTiTfield he 
promptly left the church taking most of 
the congregation with him, only to 
return on condition that the attacks on 
the Reformation ceased. His fumUure-i 
maker son, John Benn, who when 
refused publication of his articles In the 
Furniture Gazette, founded his own 
journal the Cabinet Maker in 1880. 
This was the forerunner of Benn 
Brothers publishing. Julius Benn was 
killed by John's brother William, who 
later became known as William 
Rutherford, (the father of the actress 
Margaret Rutherford). Higgens shows 
that personal tragedy and political 
defeat only made the family more 
determined. In a sense, that Is the 
strongest impression the book gives. 

Again and again in Tony Benn, one 
can see traces of the effects of this 
tumultuous history. Family history as 
biography can be treated both sym- 
pathetically and yet critically. But 
when it comes to the biography aspect, 
the reader expects the author to ex- 
plore and sometimes challenge .the 
changes of view of his subject, espe- 
cially when that subject is a politician.

Biology teachers do generally recog- 
nize the importance of biotechnology 
in the modern world and the need to 
introduce it into their teaching. The 
following kits for use at sixth-form 
level and above try to involve students 
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in work directly relating to modern’ 
development. They are all concerned 
with plant tissue culture, but two of 
them show slightly different 


approaches to carrot tissue in par- 

The process of regenerating a com- 
plete carrot plant from an isolated 
piece of tissue involves several stages. 
First, isolating n part of the plant, 
called the explant. Second, allowing 
the explant to grow on a special culture 
medium when it produces a mass of 
unorganized cells, known as a callus. 
Third, to transfer the callus to a 
different growth medium to induce the 
production of embryoids, groups oF 
cells forming embryo-like bodies 
which finally can develop into com- 
plete carrot plants. 

Both the callus and the growth 
media are susceptible to bacterial 
contamination, so aseptic techniques 
must be used throughout and a transfer 
chamber would prove extremely valu- 
able in reducing spoilage. 

The Philip Harris kit starts from a 
normal carrot, the Griffin and George 
kit from carrot seed. The whole carrot 
-an undamaged specimen about 
2umm in diameter ana 100mm long - 
must be washed under the tap and 
scrubbed with a clean nailbrush. Then 
tne outside must be sterilized in a 
measuring cylinder of 20 per cent 
sodium hypochlorite solution and left 
completely Immersed for 30 minutes. 
But be warned not to follow the given 
instructions word for word or you will 
nave hypochlorite solution all over the 
bench. As the carrot floats, some 
method of keeping it submerged will 
oe required. 


After sterilization the carrot is trans- 
ferred to a sterile peiri dish, and the 
ends cut off and discarded. The rest of 
the carrot is washed several times with 
sterile water and cut into sections 
about 3mm thick. These arc then 
chopped into several segements about 
7mm wide and transferred on to 
growth medium in a sterile vial. 

The Griffin and George set involves 
a similar process, but because it starts 
from seeds there is an additional stage. 
The outside of the seeds must first oe 
sterilized in the hypochlorite solution 
(or domestic bleach) and then transfer- 
red to a tube of culture medium to 
germinate. The transfer is not all that 
easy. A number of seeds will be 
needed. They should be left until the 
second pair of leaves have grown. Only 
then can the seedlings be removed, a 
length of hypocotyl cut off and placed 
on the surface of sterile callus growth 
medium. 

With both methods callus should 
begin to grow after 14 days. After six 
weeks enough should have been pro- 
duced for the tissue to be removed and 
a piece of live callus cut off and 
transferred to a vial of sterile regenera- 
tion medium. The tubes are incubated 
under suitable conditions and after a 
further period of some weeks carrot 
plants should begin to regenerate. 

The Griffin and George Plant Tissue 
Culture Set 2 uses tobacco instead of 
carrot. The procedure is the same up to 
the production of callus. Then pieces- 
of callus are transferred either to a 
tube of shoot formation media or to 
one of root formation media and 
incubated under suitable conditions 
and the effects recorded after a month. 

These investigations do have draw- 
backs. Good sterile techniques must 
be used to save time and money. It 
takes three months or more to regener- 
ate a plant from a carrot or seed, so 
students may lose interest. However, 
they are important investigations 
which demonstrate conclusively the I 
ability of differentiated plant cells to 
regenerate a whole plant and show the I 


effect of the environment on plum 
development. They also have a direct 
application to todny's rapid production 
of large clonal populations of plants of 
commercial value. 

Starting with seeds has the disadvan- 
tage of an extra transfer process and 
therefore a greater chance of con- 
tamination. The carrot seeds germin- 
ated successfully and the liypocotyls 
were relatively easy to isolate and 
produced callus readily, but the tobac- 
co under similar conditions was less

easy to handle; the hypocotyis ara 
much smaller, more delicate and 
therefore trickier to isolate and trans- 
fer. At present, though, they are still 
developing successfully. 

The Blimp Harris kit contains vials 
of sterile water - an unnecessary 
expense in view of the price difference 
between the two suppliers. In any 
event, more sterile water will probably 
be needed. The notes could also be 
slengthened by some mention of the 
practical applications of the process 
and some minor revisions of the in- 
structions. (The Griffin notes were 
only a temporary version and obvious- 
ly needed expansion.) 

As a major drawback to these kits is 
the length of time required to complete 
regeneration, both suppliers should 
consider marketing live callus. If this 
were used as a starting point, it would 
decrease the chances of contamination 
and reduce the time neede to obtain 
definite results.

A relatively novel approach to produc- 
ing new varieties ofpianh is r<> use cell 
protoplasts. This is another applica- 
tion of biotechnology to agriculture 
and horticulture which basically in- 
volves producing living cells froni leaf 
tissue, without uicir cellulose cell wall. 
Such protoplasts can be grown in 
sterile conditions in culture media; 
their value emnes from the fact that 
they can be used to regenerate very 
large numbers of plants. 

In addition, protoplasts from diffc- i 
rent plants can be Induced to fuse 
together and form hybrid cells. In 
some cases it has been possible to 
regenerate totally new hybrid plants 
from them. So the prospects for future 
development appear very promising. 
Some very interesting results have 
ill ready been produced wilh potato 
clones (see J F Shepard : Saentific 
American 246 (5) 112-121. 1982). 

This kit does uni, naturally, enable 
you to breed new plants, but it docs 
ope n the students’ eyes to the potential 
in leaf cell protoplasts and cnante them 
to carry out simple investigations with 
the protoplasts. 

At first sight the instructions are 
rather daunt ing. especially os the pro- 
cess is spread over more than 1 2 hours. 
However, taking it step by step, it was 
in practice much easier than 1 ex- 
pected. 

Starting with some young broad- 
bean leaves, the outside must be ’ 
sterilized and the lower epidermis 
removed. This is the trickiest part for 
two reasons: first, it has to be done 
under sterile conditions, working on 
the leaf ins Petri dish under its lid and, | 
if at all possible, In a transfer chamber; 
second, stripping away the lower 
epidermis is not easy. Watchmaker's 
forceps are the best instrument to use.' 

The leaves arc then left overnight in 
a solution which is osmotically equiva- 
lent to the cell contents and contains 
enzymes to digest away the cell walls. 
The next day the protoplasts and cell 
debris are separated from the rest of 
the leaf tissue. The protoplasts are 
isolated by a series of centrifugations - 
the notes suggest using a hand centri- 
fuge giving 50 x g. In feet 1 used the . 
lowest speed on a school-type electric 
centrifuge and it worked effectively. 

The protoplasts are finally re-sus- 
pended in 10 per cent mannitol and 
examined under the microscope. The 
sight is quite fascinating as the proto- 
plasts from spheres or cells packed 
with chloroplasts. 

The process or osmosis can be 
demonstrated by adding various con- 
centrations of sucrose solution to the 
mannitol solution. In strong mixtures 
the protoplasts visibly contract, in 
weaker ones they swell up and burst. A 
micrometer eyepiece is a useful acces- 
sory far monitoring this process.

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C ompact disc, the five-inch gra- 
mophone record that is track- 
ed by a laser j ust like videodi sc 
was launched eighteen 
months ago. lntiallyit was aimed at the 
hi fi buff, and, although the price of 
players has come down, sometimes by 
SO per cent CD is still arousing most 
interest in hi fi circles. , Behind the 
scenes, however, there is a buzz of 
activity which virtually guarantees that 
CD will eventually become the univer- 
sal earner medium, not just for high 
quality sound, but text, graphics and 
computer data. 

Tnc BBC, and IBA, radio stations 
are already using CD players and their 
libraries arc building up a collection of 
digital discs. Widespread public 
acceptance, however is slow: emphasis 
on hi fi quality has scared off those who 
could well benefit from the use of CD, 
simply because of its robust nature. 
Music lovers with a large record collec- 
tion feel threatened, tailing to under- 
stand that for many years to come CD 
and conventional vinyl LP collections 
will co-cxist. 

The technology of compact disc was 
derived by Philips from its Laservision 
videodisc. The key factor is storage 
density. A finely focussed laser beam 
canpick up information from a micros- 
copically tiny spiral of pits pressed into 
the surface of a plastic disc coated with 
reflective material. The pit spiral has a 
pitch of onlv 1.6 microns, which is 
arotind-one thirtieth the pitch of an LP 
record groove or a similar fraction of 
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Barry Fox looks at 
some of the finer de- 
tails of the compact 
disc 
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the width of a human hair. 

The surface area ofn 12-inch videod- 
isk will store around one hourof colour 
tv pictures and sound, recorded as an 
analogue waveform in the pitted spir- 
al. If the pits convey digital code, and 
there is no attempt to record moving 
colour tv pictures, the disc size can be 
reduced to five inches for an hour of 
stereo hi fi. This is the CD format. 

Wien the Dutch company Philips 
first proposed CD, In the late 70s, the 
plan was to use 14 bit digital words to 
convey the stereo sound. Some audio 
engineers argued that ]4 bit words 
would not be sufficiently accurate for , 
genuine hi fi. Philips struck a deal with 
Sony in Japan, modified the coding 
and standardized on 16 bit words, 
Japanese electronics giant Matsushita 
pledget) allegiance to the format and. 
subsequently every other major elec- 
tronics tiiirn fell Into line.

all the signs are that the 16 bit standard 
is perfectly adequate for high fidelity 
reproduction and the subtle defects 
heard in the system by some golden- 
eared critics arc simply teething prob- 
lems. Nevertheless, the sound is not 
perfect and compact discs will only last 
for ever if they are treated with care. 
That said, a loser-read digital disc is fat 
more robust than a vinyl LP. It is 
possible, quite literally, to drill a small 
hole through a CD and still play it 
without any audible defect. The digital 
code has redundant bits which fill in 
the gaps. These are of course not there 
to correct for holes drilled through the 
disc, but to compensate for bits of 
information lost through faults at the 
pressing stage or by scratches on tho 
surface. However very occassionally, a 
CD player will refuse to play a soiled 
disc, usually all that is necessary is to 


wipe the disc on a piece of clean cloth. 

In general CDs will survive rough 
treatment that would moke n vinvl LP 
micro-groove record unusable. Inis is 
why broadcasters like the new medium 
so much. 

Soles of compact discs and players 
around the world have been slow. In 
the nine months after the system was 
launched in Britain, in March 1983, 
less than 15,000 were sold into UK 
homes. That figure included the inevit- 
able first (lush of sales that greets any 
new and exotic consumer product- The 
estimate for 1984 sales into British 
homes is nround 25,tJ00. Totnl world 
player population by the end of 1984 
will be around one million. This is 
lower than the electronics Industry 
hoped. Hence the cut In price, in the 
case of some of tho lenst popular 
players to around £200, compared to 


the original £51)0 asking price. 

The main block to CD player sales, 
however, is the high price of discs. In 
Britain this is £10 or more and is due 
largely to the heavy investment made 
by the relatively small number of 
factories around the world which have 
installed equipment to press CDs. The 
discs arc also much slower to make. 
The air in CD factories, must be 
purified to the level of a hospital 
operating thremre and the process or 
injection moulding the plastic disc ami 
then coating it m a vacuum with 
aluminium vapour is comparable to 
the production of micro chips. 

The only pressing plant so far oper- 
ational in Europe is the Polygram 
factory iu Hunovcr and investment 
there is £25 milium. The first British 
plant, Nimbus in Wnlcs, is due to start 
operations any time now. Japan is the 
other main source of discs. So far 
demand has outstripped supply which 
has allowed the manufacturers to keep 
the price high and so recoup invest- 
ment. Bui by the end of this yenr 
worldwide production should be 
around fifty million discs per annum 
which, with only one million players 
sold, suggests that h discs glut is due. 
When tins happe ns , CD prices will fall . 

The hardware manufacturers, mak- 
ing the players, are already planning 
new generations of equipment. Broaif- 
casters need rugged players, which can 
be computer-programmed to select the 
start and end points of museinl tracks 
with split second precision. Already 
the BBC is evaluating equipment of 
this type. The Japanese have built 
compact disc nuto change units, which 
store over 50 discs iUKleivc users the 
chance to programme literally dnys 
worth of material. 

Philips and Sony recently demons- 
trated, at the Dussctdorf tli Fi und 
Video Show, CD pluyers in the dash- 
board of a cur. But the ears were 
stationary. So far no one has been 
allowed a test drive. There are two 
reasons for this. CD pluyers still get 
very hot and in a car the temperature 
rises to such a level that the laser life is 
drastically shortened. Also the players

cuttings abound, and the student is 
propelled through this set of opportu- 
nities by a senes of questions and 
(asks. 

There is only limited space in the 
28-40 pages used by these booklets to 
provide systematic teaching, so most 
of the considerable amount of in- 
formation provided offers background 
on the case studies being developed. It 
is important, therefore,, to. appreciate 


that tho booklets on their own would 
yield only a partial introduction to the 
study of. geography, and that they 
would normally need to be supported 
by reference to more conventional 
texts. ■ 

There is little doubt that these 
booklets will succeed in enthusing and 
enlightening many geography stu- 
dents. Properly used, they will also be 
educational - though this latter attri- 
bute rests heavily on the setting in 
which they are employed. At their 
best, the. booklets are cogent and 
highly effective contexts for involving 
students in the process of "geographi- 
cal, enquiry'’ (a much-used but little- 
defined phrase). On the other hand, 
they are so concerned with case study 
that they leave the difficult responsibi- 
lities for generalization,' comparison 
■ and qualification very much on the 
shoulders of the teacher (with little 
; help In the extremely brief teacher's 
notes), and significantly over-estimate 
the- extent to . which ’•issues" as such 
dominate the ; role,' of the geographer.. 

Like the project from, which they 
have emerged, they are exciting and 
full of potential - but to be used with 
just a tiny measure of caution. :! ■

The possibility of professional nrc- 
semmioji invariably makes children 
much inure willing to discuss ami 
revise their written work, mid niimvs 
the teacher to offer comments and 
criticism in a spirit of collahonilion 
rather than judgement. 

This is especially valinihle in work 
with less no idem ic* pupils as it breaks 
(lie L-vcIt- of punr work and frustration 
which destroys confidence and saps 
morale for both them and their 
teachers. Teitbnok is a powerful argu- 
ment for remedial departments to be 
equipped with their own computers, 
and it might he a good strategy for 
remedial teachers to buy the program 
first and fight for computer time 
afterwards.

It’s easy to play gnmes like that but 
actually the important thing about the 
program is that you can review the 
child’s attempts, edit the alternative 
words before saving them if desired as 
well as specifying your own sentences 
and words.

Retype, or press Return to use same > 
word, press spacebar for some sugges- I 
tions.” 

In other words they are not pre- 
vented from using the stopped words 
but they arc encouraged to think of 
alternatives. Useful indeed - as long as 
you don’t mind the odd interruption to 
creative flow. 

Say That Again presents a sentence 
which the child has to read and then 
retype using different words but re- 
taining the meaning. As before, it is 
possible to get a report at the end and 
also to specify your own sentences. 
The program doesn't check meaning 
from example but It will tell you to try 
again if you iise more than three of the 
original words. My rendering of”I like

decision, having deduced that the 
demand function is linear. The pricing 
decision for this month and the pre- 
vious month are displayed, and n graph 
charts the demanu function and col- 
our-blocks the total revenue gained. 
Students have to work out the elastic- 
ity coefficient from the data provided, 
and if they give the wrong answer, the 
program forces them to plod through 
the calculation step by step. If they 
make three wrong attempts, it gives up 
nnd provides the correct answer! Then 
one decides whether to increase or 
reduce the price for the next round. 

The general rule is of course to 
reduce price if elasticity of demand is 
greater than one and increase price if it 
is less than one. If the user requests 
that price should go up, when it should 
go down, or vice versa, “Incorrect" 
flashes up on the screen, so one just 
suggests the opposite, but no explana- 
tion is provided of why the first 
decision is wrong. Also, it is stated that 
the price must be in pounds, but in fact 
prices like £1.50 arc permitted.

cients. The program is keen that one 
docs not forget that price elasticity is 
always negative, and a calculator is 
recommended. After an initial price of 
£1 per ticket, I changed to £4 for the 
second decision.

Most of the students' text is well 
written, but I would have liked 
greater accuracy in graph-drawing to 
avoid students having to puzzle over 
carelessly drawn diagrams. 

The first disk and part of the second 
provide self-assessment multiple 
choice questions corresponding rough- 
ly to the chapters in the text. If the 
right answer is given, the next question 
is immediately displayed, no words of 
encouragement are given I If the wrong 
response is given, the right answer is 
explained. The upper case lettering 
throughout is tiring on the eyes. 

Most of the questions are original 
and thoughtful, and vastly belter than 
many other current software offerings. 
On the whole interest is maintained. 

Section 2 on Production and Cost 
confused me on whether the capital 
referred to was physical or expressed 
in monetary terms. The third section 
on the short run gave ample practice at 
working out costs: a very worthwhile 
feature. Students are counselled to 
draw graphs and discuss their shapes 
with tneir teachers. 

One of the problems with the indi- 
vidualized approach is that the student 
might be tempted to jump the explana- 
tion of why he got the wrong answer 
and press on with the next question. 

Section 6, on Supply, Demand and 


the elasticity coefficient correctly at 
0.17 (inelastic demand), I responded 
to the question: Should price go up or 
down?

Like some other units' in the Long- 
man series, the accompanying booklet 
suffers from theoretical errors and 


serious proof- reading mistakes. 

The program for Competition, Mer- 
gers and Control of Monopoly (called 


MERGER) is altogether more compli- 
cated than ELASCO. It is a business 
game in which students mnkc price 
and output decisions for firms in an 
oligopolistic market. As the simulation 
proceeds, the program permits mer- 
gers, takeovers, bankruptcy nnd infor- 
mal cartels. The marxet (for what 
product?) may include up to 10 firms, 


and the teacher may decide in udvance 
whethcr the market will be characte- 
rized hv firms of equal or randomly 
unenn.il size, or where one firm is 
dominant. The user may elect to 
include the possibility of economics of 
scale. Further, the market demand for 
the unknown product may be growing, 
sialic or shrinking. Another unusual 
aspect of the game is that, when certain 
murket situations develop, the Mono- 
polies Commission may ne instructed 
to conduct a public interest hearing. 
This permits (lie social assessment of 
business lichavimir. An objective of 
the program is to help students to 
appreciate tile importance of inter- 
dependence in decision-making, when 
uncertainly utwul competitor, actions 
is unavoidable (except with restrictive 
agreements!). As the game proceeds, 
successful firms may invest in extra 
plants, or take over other firms. 
Another aim Is to give students insight 
into the process by which an industry 
moves towards an equilibrium posi- 
tion. with each firm earning just nor- 
mal profits and all plants utilized at 
optimum capacity. 

1 ran this program with the RML 
380Z disk supplied. Longman advise 
the user to make a back-up copy. 
Unlike the BBC disk .this disk compel- 
led me to make a copy before accessing 
the data: good news for software 
manufacturers! The loading instruc- 
tions specify use of a cplm 1.4 disk, but 
this has now been superseded by the 
cp/m 2.2. 


I started by running the simulation 
with only one firm in the market. 
Having referred my own scandalously 
exploitative pricing behaviour to the 
Monopolies Commission, it imposed a 
maximum price. I then allowed three 
new firms to enter the market, hut the 
program insisted that fnm one adhere 
to its maximum price throughout this 
phase. The program states “charge a 
price below 25” when it means “chnrgc 
a price of 25 or less”. 

The oligopolistic industry is 
assumed to be producing a 

homngcneDUs product, so that when I 
had four firms charging prices of 23, 
24, 25 and 25, 99 per cent of the Miles 
went to the firm charging 23. While 
this follows from the assumptions, 
students would need in he reminded 
that tilieiipnlislic industries are likely 
normally to have firms producing 
differentiated products. When all four 
firms charged the same price, the 
market was divided equally between 
them - again unlikely in oligopoly. 

Alter each decision round, each 
firm is told how much it hus sold, how 
much stock is left , and how much profit 
has been gained, together with the 
reaction on its share price. Unfortu- 
nately. all other firms have access to 
this information, unless the screen is 
viewed only by the teacher, which 
would be u pity. The accompanying 
booklet and student leaflets have been 
carelessly proof-read, and other more 
serious slips obtrude. Figure three 
shows two cost curves, though it is very 
unclear what they arc meant to repre- 
sent. In the comments on questions it 
says “prices should be set below 
A VC”: no doubt all users will spot the 
missing “not''. 
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Elasticity, contains first-rate Questions 
on elasticity of demand. Monopoly 
and Competition has very thought- 
provoking questions on the behaviour 
of monopolists, even incorporating 
alternative objectives such as sales 
maximization. 

Section 8 on Factors of Production 
slips into sloppy language such as 
“elasticity of the goods it makes". 

The simulation on the whole is dis- 
appointing. Most are for individual 
rather than class use. In ‘’Welland" the 
user is faced with decisions about what 
to produce on a small island. Others 
include "USSR" which nsks the user tq 
run the Russian economy between 
1930 and 1941; “Sports Centres" asks 
the students to set prices for three 
swimming baths in order to maximize 
overall revonue. The next simulation 
requires the user to act as consultant to 
a trade association and set prices in the 
industry. I found the underlying model 
here too mechanistic. . 

Two valuable calculatlpn programs 
look at inyestfnent appraisal, and re- 
gresska analysis.

The most important media event for 
language teachers this year is the 
launch of a major new multi-media 
I anjju age- teaching scries. Ensemble, 
which nas been the staple diet for 
millions of French beginners, has been 
laid to rest and its place is being taken 
by a trilogy of new courses on radio 
and television. 

The thoroughness with which the 
BBC has approached the task is im- 
pressive. For three years the team has 
been busy planning, filming and writ- 
ing. A research unit piloted materials 
with learners all over the country, not 
to mention button-holing reluming 
passengers on cross-channel ferries to 
rind out what French they had actually 
used or needed during their visit. 

An introductory programme in 
June, hosted by "fat man on a bicycle" 
Tom Vernon, showed learners what 
they could expect and teachers were 
invited to regional meetings to sample 
and discuss the materials. In the radio 
and television programmes themselves 
some 200 French people appear and 
recordings were made m several diffe- 
rent locations to ensure a balanced 
picture of France and its linguistic 
variety. 

The first dement of the trilogy 
which has just finished was an innova- 
tive five-programme television scries 
called Excuse my French. As well ns 
providing an enjoyable frolic nround 
France in the company of Joe Brown, 
this aimed to hook potential learners 
of French for the mnin series which 
starts this week. Broadcast on BBCI at 
almost peak viewing lime. Excuse my 
French attracted over three million 
viewers, by far the largest number ever 
for a language series in Britain. The 
programmes were easy to watch and 


dearly fulfilled a need by bringing 
language learning to people who 
would not otherwise have entertained 
the idea. 

Purists might have shuddered at 
some of the exchanges. "Nous nvons 
pnulef basquaise," said the waiter. 
“What’s that?” quipped Joe Brown, 
“Chicken in a basket?”. Excuse my 
French was not designed to teach th'c 
language, but to motivate or recruit, 
nna as such it worked very well. 

The core of the trilogy is the 15-part 
radio and television series called A 
vans la France. 

The first BBC language programme, 
broadcast some 60 years ago, was 
justified as enabling listeners "to avoid 
the necessity of having to visit the 
country". The aims of A vous la France 
arc, huppily, totally different. Great 
care has been taken to capture the 
flavour of the "real” France and not 
just the France seen by the tourist. 
Factories, laboratories, offices arc ns 
much part of (he scenario ns cafds and 
meandering rivers. 

In the television programmes there 
arc three sections. Short exchanges of 
authentic French arc picked up, analy- 
zed and taught by two presenters, 
using captions, neat animated cartoons 
and re-cap sequences. I’m not too sure 
about the early stress on grammar 
points, hut they are not a major part of 
the sequence and they do not in the 
event intrude. The overall impact is 
. effective. 

A short interview entitled “Rencon- 
tres" follows, in which the learner in 
England encounters ordinary French 

S ieople in the street. Programme one, 
or instance, has passers-by in Greno- 
ble telling the interviewer what there is 
to do in their town. The vocabulary 
which emerges is pretty daunting, but 
the aim is basic comprehension rather 
than assimilation for active use, and 
this is achieved by presentation, re- 
plays and the transcript in the accom- 
panying book. 

Each programme concludes with a 
short sub-titled film report about an 


aspect of life in France. The beginner 
has no clinncc here of understanding 
the language content nnd in spite of the 
sub-titles some home learners may 
well be frightened off. It is a pity that 
the commentary was not made simpler 
and accompanied by it more suppor- 
tive listening strategy, since the films 
themselves are attractive and visually 
informative. 

Although I should have liked more 
specific links within the programmes 
between the various elements of the 
course, the radio docs back up its 
television counterpart, taking the 
same themes and providing the learner 
with progressive practice. Simple re- 
corded interviews arc followed hy a 
series of acfivitds. There is an enthu- 
siastic feel to the presentation, and the 
addition of a topical report from BBC 
correspondents is a good idea. 

The accompanying book (whose 
publication was again delayed) costs 
£5.25 and is good value for money. It 
contains transcripts of ull the inter- 
views and actuality sections together 
with notes, vocabulary and further 
information. I am. however, worried 
about the lnck or activities (exercises ?) 
to involve the learner in practising the 
language. For programme one mere 
are 2(1 pages, of which only two are 
devoted to supplementary exercises, a 
potentially serious imbalance Tor lear- 
ners wanting to acquire the language. 

A vous la France will be followed in 
the spring hy a series of more advanced 
documentaries called Frame m-tucHe. 
Overall, this major new initiative by 
the BBC will he welcomed, but 1 
wonder how much progress Joe Brown 
will make if he tries to continue his 
studies alone? More, I'm sure, if he 
joins one of the available evening 
classes with a teacher to guide him 
through the various elements or the 
course nnd give him some additional 
and necessary structured practice.

contradictory material before them

ing, deliberations) some positive and

Life after 

Cockcroft continued 

The contents sheets for the 1<W3 and 
IQ84 volumes of Mathematics in School 
show that concern nboul the issues 
brought out by Cockcroft indeed con- 
tinue to dominate discussions about 
contents of the curriculum, teaching 
techniques, and examinations. As for 
the last-named, the Mathematical 
Association, already noted as an ex- 
amining lindy, has recently introduced 
a new diploma "in the teaching of 
mathematics to low attaining nuniTs In 
secondary schools". Intended for 
teachers with some experience of work 
of this nature who “wish to increase 
their skills or confidence in this area 
and equip themselves to make a more 
informed contribution to school poli- 
cy”, the diploma course involves at 
least 200 hours of “contact-time" ut nil 
approved institution, together with 
private study and practical association 
with pupils. 

The special needs of low ntlaincrs, 
aspects of the curriculm, and modes of 
assessment are major constituents of 
the course. Nat unconnected is the 
issue by the Association of a variety of 
classroom resource material (though 
much of this is suitable also for groups 
of different abilities) which meets Inc 
Cockcroft criterion for display matter 
"whose use should not be underesti- 
mated”. 

The M A is, in fact, constantly on the 
lookout for supporting material. To 
recall paragraph 314 of the report: 
"although the printed word is seldom a 
satisfactory means of introducing new 
mathematical concepts, the same 
limitation docs not apply to the use of 
mathematical problems, puzzle mid 
topic books”. All the associations arc 
active in this field. 

Another paragraph of the report 
(243) nlso repeatedly crons up in 
articles and discussions. This is the 
section which suggests that mathema- 
tics teaching at alTlevcls should include 
exposition by the teacher, discussion. 


practical work, consolidation and 
practice of fundamental skills, prob- 
lem solving and investigational work. 
It is clear from the literature and from 
reports of meetings that many teachers 
accept this as a reasonable statement 
of their own intent , and that (here is 
much striving to achieve something 
comparable in the lessons they present 
to their classes. 

Mention of two examples, selected 
virtually at random, must suffice to 
indicate the type of activities being 
undertaken by enthusiastic teachers. 
There is the Kent Mathematics Project 
(subject of numerous nrliclcs in the 
TtiS, the IMA HuUrtiii and else- 
where). This has developed a bank of 
material - teachers’ guides, hooks, 
tapes, wnrkcards - covering different 
levels of ability and allowing individual 
work at differing rates of progress. 

Secondly, un in-service course in 
Wales considered the implications of 
the report. Subsequently the I-nciiliy 
of Education at the University College 
of Swansea has issued a hook, edited 
by T H F Brisscndcn, containing the 
proceedings. Available from the col- 
lege, price £5, it showed that in 
different schools over a wide area 
there was much professional thought 
being given to the predicaments higli- 
ligbtcain the report. It becume evident 
that the more interchange of ideas 
about experiments (successful nr uni), 
materials and methods, assessment 
and evaluation, then the more confi- 
dence would be engendered in the 
individual teacher and the more pupils 
would benefit. 


The stimulating papers presented ut 
this Welsh course constitute a bonk of 
high quality.

Exchange of ideas 

Ramesh Kapadia reports on ICME V. Adelaide 


There were 1984 delegates mid nccom-- 
pnnying persons at the Fifth Intcmn- 


tlunnl Congress on Mathematical 
Education held in Adelaide on August 
24-30 1984. It is the sort of coincidence 
nmthcmnticinns revel in. The 1,786 full 
participants dime from 68 countries, 
including 86 from the United King- 
dom, who mode a substantial cunt dilu- 
tion both in terms of oral and visual 
presentations. The Congress had plen- 
ary sessions and many other simul- 
taneous talks but also allowed signifi- 
cant time for small group discussion, 
putting into practice an oft-repealed 
yet little-heeded educational precept. 
This avoided the monotony of hours of 
lectures. 

The discussion was organized into 
seven theme and seven action groups. 
The action groups dealt with early 
.childhood, elementary, junior secon- 
dary, senior secondary, tertiary, 
teacher education and adult. The 
theme groups considered the follow- 
ing: mathematics for all; teacher de- 
velopment; technology; theory; curri- 
culum; applications; problem-solving. 
Each of these areas were divided up 
into smaller topics; sometimes two 
groups considered the same topic to 
ensure group sizes of under 30. Thus 
each participant did have the oppor- 
tunity to take an active part in some of 
the proceedings. This had some dis- 
advantages as people came from 
widely varying backgrounds with dif- 
fering experiences, .so som t of the 
discussions wefe not particularly fruit- 
ful. Nevertheless many groups did 
function and most people agreed that it 
, was a successful experience. Moreover, 
it encouraged contact with the same 
small 1 group of pcqple over gn ex- 
tended time. : .

conference on the former area next 
year. Other study areas were statistics, 
psychology, language, history and 
competitions. Each of these groups has 
been engaged in development work for 
a number of years as whs evident from 
the presentations. 

A workshop was open for people to 
try out stimulating material. Orga- 
nized activities included building a 
geodesic dome and designing paper 
aeroplanes. There were even children 
doing mathematics in the workshop. 

Apart from the formal programme, 
there were ninny social events includ- 
ing “Happy Hours” each day to sample 
Australian wine, 'flicre was an open- 
ing reception in the Festival Theatre, 
mi organized excursion in the middle 
of the conference and a farewell 
gathering. Long lunch breaks as well as 
miil-morning and mid-afternoon re- 
freshments provided further opportu- 
nities for meeting old friends and 
making new ones. A buffet dinner, a 
concert and an Australian hush dnnee 
were available as evening entertain- 
ment. 

Overall, the conference was well- 
organized and did provide un oppor- 
tunity for nn exchange of ideas. The 
level of discussion seemed better thnn 
at the last conference four years ago. 
The main thrusts in miithemnlical 
education seem to be in the role of 
problem-solving and a consideration 
of how computers will or should affect 
the mathematics curriculum. In prob- 
lem-solving the fociis is on the nature 
of mathematics, while computers may 
dimmish from the authoritative role of 
the teacher to make the subject more 
approachable. Both problem-solving 
and computers may help make 
mathematics more human.

Casting for a new role 

Don Skilling describes the CREAM project for 
primary maths coordinators 


Talking about mathematics and hci 
class of eight year n|ds, a young 
teacher commented: “They are all ,»n 
the right bunk but none i»r t hem can du 
it. Or course, all technology may he 
abused as well as used. The abuse of 
the written word has been at the 
expense nf practical experience nnd 
direct human contact. A 1xx>k may n »t 
satisfy the educational needs of a child 
but it can make a contribution to the 
teacher’s feeling of security. 

, main source of poor mathema- 
tics learning in primary schools is the 
teacher's lack or knowledge or the 
subject, of how children learn mathe- 
matics and leaching methods. These 
factors contribute to a general anxiety 
about mathematics among teachers. 
Massive in-service training is needed 
to change altitudes nnd establish prac- 
tical experience and discussion as the 
basis for mathematics teaching. 

Faced with the problem of impro- 
ving mathematics eduention in the 
primary schools, I decided that train- 
ing co-ordinators and supporting them 
m their duties was my first considera- 
tion. They were going to meet prob- 
lems associated with curriculum 
change as well as being asked for 
greater commitment than some have 
been giving in this area of their work. 
The co-ordinator is being cast in a new 
rdle. 

A candidate for a co-ordinator's 
post was asked how he would influence 
other teachers. “By setting an example 
of good practice in my own room.” he 
replied, “and being available in the 
staff room for discussion.” The duties 
of the co-ordinator outlined in the 
Cockroft Report extend responsibility 
and management well beyond the 
mathematics resource cupboard and 
into the whole school in a very direct 


manner. The cu-ordinaior is u p.iri ot 
the management team. 

I decided in place emphasis upon 
three basic areas nf activity involving 
the co-ordinators in continuous in- 
service training, establishing them as 
pan nf the management team in their 
schools: support fur teachers during 
self-evaluation aild in-service li aiding; 
and liaison and interchange of ideas 
between schools. 

The title Curriculum Recording, 
Enrichment and Aid in Mathematics 
indicates the activities involved. This 
reduced neatly to "CREAM”! Four- 
teen schools in the pilot project were 
formed into two area groups with 
regular meeting of the co-ordinators 
throughout the year. 

There is a dangerous delusion that 

C radical methods nnd discussion are 
ring used adequately. That is not Hie 
case. If it were, we would have belter 
results. In mHny classes the practical 
work is negligible and is scon as an 
extra to the mathematics teaching that 
goes on in their books - that is. the 
mechanical juggling of numerals 
according to dogmatically stated rules! 
They would get more truly mathema- 
tical experience by juggling with indian 
clubs! 

During the CREAM project, the co- 
ordinator asked teachers about (lie 
mathematics they had taught, or 
directed. Discussion continued by de- 
termining the basic content of the 
lesson with regard to facts and skills, 
conceptual structures and general 
strategies. 

The dialogue hetween the co-ordi- 
nator and tne teacher was the life- 
blood of the project. Based upon a set 
of questions, it enabled the co-ordina- 
torto have an analytical and structured 
discussion with individual teachers and 


included it reminder of the pmsihlc 
varicty of mathematical activities. The 
inteniion was to create un atmosphere 


of positive acceptance in order to 
huild-un teachers’ confidence and 
trust. This would e liable professional 


development to he structured to the 
teachers' needs as they were revealed 
«ind accepted. The dialogue was very 
valuable and improved as the project 
developed. It also helped to get the 
co-ordinators accepted and estab- 
lished in their new, extended rdle. 

After this general discussion of their 
work, further development was to 
focus upon the content mid method of 
u lesson, or group of lessons alxiui one 
aspect of the curriculum. Teachers 
were encouraged to explain and pro- 
duce nil analysis of the work they hud 
done. Direct questions about method, 
apparatus and language produced 
some excellent records of work by 
individual teachers. 

The cu-ordinntiir organized visits to 
other schools for talks or workshops, 
nr (o sec displays of work. This was a 
novelty for some touchers and was very 
popular. A joint topic on the subject of 
“ nme’’ was undertaken by a group of 
schools. The uiin was to share and 1 
compare ideas, nnd to encourage dis- 
cussion between teachers. Although 
the main focus was on mathematics, it 
nlso proved an excellent example of 
bow a topic can involve all aspects of 
the primary school curriculum. 
Teachers’ reports were collated by the 
co ordinators and presented in the 
form of charts which roughly represent 
stages of development. Accompanying 
the charts are a set of colour slides or 
the children working. 

By the end of the year, I knew that I 
had a group of well-i rained and experi- 
enced co-ordinators who had the au-

I supported the co-ordinators in 
their new role as an active part of the 
management team. In the wonlsof one 
co-'.rdiuaior: ‘The CREAM project 
provided a means for mu to be able to 
talk to every member of staff about 
mathematics in a structured way. Jt 
also took the onus off me - if people 
were anxious about being questioned, 

I could remind ilium that we were 
working together for the project. . 

As time went by this became less 
important. As people's confidence in- 
creasud they were mure willing to talk 
about their maths at any time, and 
often came nnd asked me quest ions or 
wanted to discuss what they were 
doing - which hardly ever happened 
before. I think that this bus also had nn 
influence upon the curriculum in 
general: it has extended to other areas.” 
Following this year of intense activ- 
ity in the CREAM schools, head- 
teachers huve confirmed the value of 
the project for the co-ordinators, 
teachers and children. It has high- 
lighted useful methods for presenting 
richer mathematical experiences Hnu 
stimulated interesting individual and 
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ci nine rail ve work in the schools.

well. It gives guidance and support to 
co-ordinators and provides a vehicle 
in-service training and cumculum de- 
velopment of a permanent nature.

This article repons a senes of inter- 
views which aimed at gelling students 
retrospective views on their A level 
mathematics course. The work was 
carried out as part of the DES-funded 
project, “A level mathematics in re- 
trospect". .. . , _ . . 

In September 1983, Elizabeth Smith 
interviewed 33 students who had just 
received their A level results, having 
started on an A Level mathematics 
course two years earlier. The students 
were drawn from five old-established, 
mixed, Oxfordshire comprehensive 
schools and no significant difference in 
A level mathematics grades was found 
between those interviewed and those 
who did not nccept the invitation to an 
interview. 

The three major areas covered were 
concerned with satisfaction with the 
choice of A levels and with the A level 
mathematics course; learning and 
'study skills; and the perceived useful- 
ness of mathematics. A full report of 
all three areas will be included in a 
publication on the whole project avail- 
able in November. ‘The present arti- 
cle, however, is concerned largely with 
learning and study skills. 

The study of mathematics is in some 
ways like the study of other subjects: 
books are used, notes are taken, study 
needs to be organized, and revision has 
to be done. Clearly students inter- 
viewed had been given some advice in 
general studies periods or in a course at 
the beginning of the sixth form. They 
remembered being told: “do back- 
ground reading during free time"; 
“you should spend five hours per A 
level subject per week"; “you should 
be spending as much time on prep as at 
school";" you should do one hour per 
subject per night". 

Most admitted to having ignored 


this advice after the first couple of 
weeks and nearly a third of the stu- 
dents fell that they could have done a 
lot more work and used their time 
better if they had been pushed more by 
their teachers. 

The use of books, taking of notes 
and carrying out of revision are not 
quite the same in mathematics as For 
other subjects. No one felt he or she 
had been taught to use hooks as a 
resource, for learning fresh mathema- 
tics or for revision by their mathema- 
tics teacher. Note-taking.ln many cases 
consisted of copying from the board or 
having notes dictated. No one could 
recall naving been taught how to make 
notes in mathematics lessons. Guid- 
ance on revision, when given, was to 
do lots of problems and to go through 
past papers, and most had found this 
effective. 

There arc some learning skills 
which, while not essentially mathema- 
tical, are nevertheless particularly 
associated with the subject - for inst- 
ance, making generalizations, devising 
strategies to solve problems, con- 
structing a logical argument, writing in 
a concise style, and perceiving ele- 
gance in an argument and analysis. 

A small number of students had 
been on courses which included speci- 
fic teaching on some of these. Two 
students had been on problem-solving 
courses but one felt that a day was not 
really long enough for this. Another 
had been specifically taught on a 
different course how to set out proof 
by induction as a logical argument. For 
the most part, teaching of these skills 
was indirect. Most students found it 
difficult to make generalizations and 
felt that this was a skill which had been 
gradually acquired, rather than expli- 
citly taught. This was generally the 


case with problem solving, too. 

On the other hand, more than halt 
the students recalled comments such as 
“don't waffle", or “remember you 
won't have unlimited lime in the 
exam". This is not to say, however, 
that they were heeded. Many students 
commented that they were not 
bothered about style provided that 
they got the answer. 

Two thirds of the students said they

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The arrival of cheap microcomputers 
throughout the educaiion system has 
opened up a number of new options in 
the teaching and learning of mathema- 
tics. At one end of the spectrum the 
micro can he used as an "electronic 
workcard", presenting children with 
sequences of maths problems and 
giving reinforcement on their answers. 
Alternatively, the computer can be 
used as an exploratory tool, with 
children discovering for themselves 
the properties of mathematical “mic- 
rownrids". At present, the best exam- 
ple of this more open-ended approach 
Kfjjrovidcd by the computer language 

What is LOGO? At one level, it is 
simply a computer language like 
HAalC or FORTRAN: in other 
words, a code for telling the computer 
what to do. But at another level 
LOGO is much more than this. It is 
rapidly becoming an educational phi- 
losophy in its own right, in which 
computer technology is used to en- 
courage children to explore, discover 
and learn in their own individual ways. 

LOGO comes in many different 
forms, of which the most widely known 
is “Turtle Geometry”. With Turtle 
Geomeliy, the child writes instruc- 
tions in LOGO to control the move- 
ments of a Turtle. The Turtle can be a 
real robot which crawls uround the 
floor, ora simulated robot on a screen. 
Doth types of Turtle have pens which 
leave a trail behind them. Typing in the 
command "FORWARD 10CT will 
send the Turtle forward about 50cm 
while the command "RIGHT 90" will 
rotate it clockwise through 90 degrees. 
The child can use these simple LOGO 
commands as building blocks to con- 
struct more complex designs and pat- 
terns of their own choosing. 

Thus the procedure SQUARE can 
be built-up bv repeating 4 times the 
sequence FORWARD 100. RIGHT 
90. Tbe procedure HOUSE can be 
built from SQUARE and TRIANG- 
LE, and so on.

The level of attain- 
ment in the school is low, in spite of the 
efforts of an enthusiastic and dedicated 
teaching staff. Unlike children in the 
more affluent parts of the city, the 
children in Craigmillar have virtually 
no exposure to computers outside of 
school hours. 

With funding Trom the Nuffield 
Foundation and the Scottish Educa- 
tion Department, wc worked with a 
group of 16 six-year-olds over a period 
of five months. The children were 
withdrawn from the classroom in 
groups of twu or three, although 
occasionally they were withdrawn indi- 
vidually. The sessions lasted on aver- 
age for 15—25 minutes, nitltuugli sonic 
sessions lasted for up to 45 minutes. 

The sessions usually started with the 
children discussing what son of picture 
or pattern they would make, and 
perhaps drawing a plan. Then they 
took turns at the keyboard as they 
attempted to carry out their plan. This 
inevitably led to a considerable 
amount of discussion between the 
children, mostly of a mathemalieal 
nature. Number, size and shape ail 
featured prominently in their con- 
versations, as they struggled to achieve 
their nims. 

The snowman shown in the illustra- 
tion was produced by a group of three 
boys just before Christmas. The chil- 
dren were by this stage making use of 
prepared shapes - such as squares 
triangles nnd 1 2-sided shapes generally 
referred to as "rounds". To produce 


the snowman they had to work out 
what shape to use fur each pari uf ihe 
drawing, where it would sinn and whnl 
size it would be. The final product was 
the result of 45 minutes intense discus- 
sion nnd negotiation between three 
buys. 

At the end uf the project we inter- 
viewed all the teachers concerned 
about the effccis of the project. There 
was general agreement that the chil- 
dren s work with the Turtle was char- 
acterized by high levels of concentra- 
tion nnd absorb! inn, by an increased 
use of matlwmaiical language, and by 
a considerable degree nf cooperation 
and collective problem-solving. As the 
headteacher commented: “It's the 
sharing mid discussion between them- 
selves »n the best way to go about 
something which you don’t even get in 
much older children in this school". 

I he class teacher wus paiiculurJy 
struck by the effects of the Turtle work 
on her children, and bus continued the 
work of the project in her classroom: 
“it s great, they really love it . . . 
they re really thinking”. 

The positive effects of the project 
were also revealed by standardized 
jests. At the beginning and end of our 
intervention ihe children were all 
administered the British Ability Scales 
by an independent educational 
psychologist. Statistically significant 
gains were found on Ihe sub-scales 

concerned with number and shape, but 
not on other sub-scales. Interestingly 
enough, these gains were found only 
amongst the boys: however, the num- 
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l»tr of girls in the project was very 
small (six) and the results should he 
interpreted with caution. 

Our study shows that the LOGO 
approach is both a feasible und desir- 
nhle use of the mien icuinpu ter in the 
infant school. Indeed, it looks to be an 
exciting new departure in the wuy 
mathematics is introduced to verv 
young children. However, there are ii 
number of problems which need to he 
explored Further. These arc, fur exum- 
ple, questions nf management and 
organization which arise when the 
computer Hnd Turtle are introduced into 
an ordinary infant school class- 
room.

Is it possible that the principle of gradual progression is notthe 
way to teach maths? asks David Womak

K cars ago by my young son, after he 
ad spent the best part of an hour 
poring over same of nis school maths 
Books. 

Being a keen young maths teacher 
and remembering from my college 
training that a child's Question is the 
key to open his mind, I took this 
unsolicited request to be an ideal 
opportunity to instil in him a firm 
understanding of the concept of nega- 
tive numbers. So quickly isolating 
what I felt to be the central concept 
involved, [ broke the idea down into a 
number of component steps and pre- 
pared to gradually approach the area 
with which I supposed he wbs having 
difficulty. 

Launching enthusiastically into a 
repertoire of teaching techniques in- 
cluding questions, demonstrations and 
activities, I noticed after some time 
that my efforts were beginning to meet 
with looks of puzzlement, boredom 
and even impatience, causing my own 
feelings, although concealed, to follow 
a similar pattern of wilting enthusiasm. 
Finally my son seemed to “switch off" 
completely, leaving me altogether 
frustrated and with a certain feeling of 
hopelessness. 

A Is It me or is it him?”, I wondered. 
“Docs he want to understand or 
doesn’t lie?" In any event, 1 couldn’t 
think of any more steps to insert to 
make the route easier, so finally, with 
some reluctance, 1 told him bluntly the 
answer he wanted. 

Thinking about the incident lulcr, 1 
came to the conclusion tlint my re- 
sponse to his straightforward question 
had really been an attempt to exploit 
the situation for my own ends and his 
resultant attitude nod quite sensibly 
been one of, “Yes, this is all very 
interesting but please will you just 
answer the question I asked?” 

Tliis personal anecdote is interesting 
not because it is an isolated case, hut 
because I know it to be typical of many 
others. Indeed several ninths teachers 
and educators with whom 1 have 
spoken subsequently can relate rc- 
mnrkably similar incidents with their 
own children; and if such incidents arc 
not observed to happen too frequently 
in the classroom, it may be that only 
with parents does a child feel free 
enough to express his immediate and 
unrepressed feelings. 

However, such cases are not con- 
fined to parent-child relationships and 
it was while I was teaching maths to a 
class of eight-year-olds at a special 
school that another “disturbing'* inci- 
dent occured. A difficult but lively boy 
who had been playing with an electro- 
nic maths aid for rather longer than I 
had Intended, came over to me with his 
face beaming and announced cheerful- 
ly: "Sir,! can divide now!", proceeding 
to demonstrate his skill to me with 
much pride 

1 felt an overwhelming urge to say to 
him: "Yes, but you can’t possibly 
understand what you are doing be- 
cause there are at least two distinct 
concepts of division involved and 
several substages to be mastered be-

has lurked at the hack of my mind for 
some time now, namely: lire such 
examples as exceptional as they first 
appear to he or is it just possihlc that 
wc may huve got it wrong somewhere? 

Could it he that mathematics has 
something in common with music, in 
that understanding nnd analysis can 
sometimes destroy the sheer enjoy- 
ment of the subject? Wc as teachers 
enjoy learning because that is our 
chosen professional aim - to under- 
stand more. But it may be that children 
sometimes wish only to be able to 
acquire a certain skill - not to under- 
stand it; seeing mathematics more ns a 
tool like the computer, to be used, and 
not necessarily to be understood. 
Understanding brings with it a certain 
sense of involvement and responsibil- 
ity, and it’s possible that children do 
not ulwuys want this commitment. To 
insist on children understanding in our 
time nnd in our way is to impose u 
certain moral responsibility which im- 
plies - “now that you understand that, 
you should be able to do this". 

Many children arc taught maths at 
home in unstructured circumstances 
which take no account whatsoever of 
the careful sequenced development of 
a tbpic, and yet not a few of these 
children aspire to O nnd A level GCl-'s 
(if this is a criterion of successful 
learning), at remurknbiy young ages. 
The parents of such children I liuvc 
met nave no inborn teaching genius, 
nor have their children been liorn with 
exceptional talents. 

In these cases, ns in the previous, it 
seems we must accept I lie fact that 
children can and sometimes do learn 
successfully without the pooled re- 
sources nnd knowledge of teachers and 
advisers. So is it possible (lint the 
principle of gradual progression may 
nut, in fact, he the universal panacea 
for maths leaching tlmt wc have 
assumed it to he? 

Perhaps the reader feels there limy 
he some truth in this Tor faster-leuminu 
children, hut for the ordinary chilli, 
Jean Piaget's work Inis surely iiemons- 
irntud that learning takes place in 
ordered stages. 1 Inwcvcr , even assum- 
ing that we should teach in the order in 
which children Icnrn (which is in itself 
questionable), Pingel was concerned 
with only the most general logical 
categories necessary Tor an under- 
standing of (he world, rather limn with 
specific mathematical topics and proc- 
edures. The most central and impor- 
tant implication of all of Piaget’s work 
is that learning takes place through a 
process of accommodation and assi- 
milation, (“cognitive conflict”), and 
this epistemological framework lends 
no support whatsoever to the idea of 
presenting new knowledge in a series 
of incremental and almost impercepti- 
ble steps. 

While not wishing to discuss here the 
case for or against using behavioural 
methods with children of average ahil- 
ity, it is widely held that experiments 


with sltiw-Icarning children fa 
shown the superiority of tat-

pilgrims on an enforced penance, 
crawling on their knees to a holy 
shrine, before being allowed to receive 
the tablets of wisdom. 

The intention of the current 
approach to leaching maths is not, of 
course, to make life more difficult for 
the learner - rather the reverse. Bui, 
although learning a skill by a carefully 
programmed sequence of steps may be 
efficient in the short term, learning it in 
your own way equips you to tackle the 
next learning task in a still more 
efficient way - and children need to 
make mistakes if they are ever to learn. 

Many published maths schemes are 
designed to merge each step so imper- 
ceptibly with the following one that the 
learner may not realize that he is 
learning, and if the pcsentation is 
luvishly festooned with comic-strip 
characters, it may even fool children 
into thinking that they are merely 
playing a game. At it's extermes, this 
presentation tends to what ean only be 
described ns h form of occupational 
therapy, or at worst as two-dimension- 
al glmmicry designed to absolve the 
learner from the responsibility of ex- 
ercising his or her own intelligence, 

in many cases the most demanding 
aspect ol the work presented is to 
determine just what one is supposed to 
do with the various symbols on the 
page, often an organizational skill far 
in advance of the mathematical con- 
tent it purports to convey. See the 
examples below, one of which was 
studied by a headteacher, a special 
school teacher and a secondary school 
teacher all taking an Open University 
course in developing mathematical 
thinking who took several minutes of 
discussion before deciding upon the cor- 
reci answers. Perhaps readers know of 
other examples! 

, The practical implications of adopt- 
ing such an alternative view of mathe- 
matical learning would of course be 
enormous. Present primary text-book 
arrangements of topics effectively dis- 
rupt any continuity of ideas and there- 


fore militate against Hit- motivation of 
a child towards u clearly defined goal 
A scheme based on a ‘‘tell ir like it is" 
philosophy would need lo slate plainlv 
within each topic section what ii was 
the learner was expected Lo learn (e g. 
how to measure accurately with a 
ruler; how to add any two numbers less 
than MX) etc). Resource materials and 
practice exercises would need to be 
provided in the most appropriate form 
to enable children to use and develop i 
their intelligence in planning their own 
learning strategics, perhaps ignoring 
some proffered “steps" but asking for 
additional information when neces- 
sary. Telling children rhe final goal is 
not a form of cheating, it is the way we 
as adults like to learn; it is plain, 
common-sense learning. 

Probably the development of mod- 
em step-by-step teaching of maths has 
always seemed a paradigm of pedngo- 

f lical excellence and it is difficult to 
magine how one could teach in any 
other way. But if we sometimes told 
children in their own language and 
terminology exactly what it was we 
wanted them to learn, then we might 
be surprised to find them learning it in 
their own way. Possibly this would 
mean introducing many mathematical 
topics Rt a Inter time - when children 
can understand the meaning and the 
purpose of the skill - but more time 
could then be devoted at an curlier age 
to showing children how to exploit 
their intelligence in any given learning 
task (for example through simple puz- 
zles or games of strategy). 

This, then, is not a reactionary call 
to ignore the substantia] contribution 
which research has made into mathe- 
matical education during the last twen- 
ty years. I am suggesting only that the 
presentation of a meticulously-prog- 
rammed sequence of steps leading 
from “lower ’ to “higher” order con- 
cepts is not always the most efficient 
long-term teaching strategy. Rather 
we should consider all the evidence 
with open minds, and not look only at 
those learning experiences which fit in 
with our preconceived ideas of how 
children ought to lea rn maths.

The multicultural dimension 


by George Joseph 


Multicultural education should aim at 
reducing the widespread Eurocentric 
hias found in the production, dissemi- 
nation and evaluation of knowledge in 
general. Any anti-racist strategy 
should address itscll to the question ut 
iis effectiveness in confront inc the 
devaluation of non- European cultures 
that this hias produces and the uncon- 
scious racism it promotes. 

The need for a multicultural dimen- 
sion to mathematics education may be 
examined from two different vantage 
points. At one level, how can one 
eliminate the unconscious racism that 
underlies the popular view that 
Europe and her cultural dependencies 
(USA. Australia, etc) huve had a 
munnlupy in the creation, spread and 
acquisition of scientific knowledge, 
starting with the Greeks. It is to history 
that one should look forun antidote for 
this form of Euroccnirisin, 

Yet little is gained from introducing 
the history of mathematics in any 
formal way into a school curriculum, 
though a historical awareness of the 
development of basic mathematical 
concepts should be part and parcel of a 
teacher's armoury. It is, however, 
difficult to find institutions offering 
courses or books which do not sub- 
scribe to the view that mathematics 
developed from the Greeks to the 
present day, only interrupted for a few 
centuries by the so-called Dark Age. 

Contributions of Arabs, Chinese, 
Indians, Mayas and Persians arc cither 
ignored or mentioned cursorily. There 
is little excuse for such blinkered 
ethnoccntrism today with the easy 
access (for anyone interested) to 
Joseph Needham’s massive seven 
volumes on Chinese science and the 
increasing volume of research in this 
area by Indian and Islamic historians 
of science. 



There exists opportunities at the 
classroom level to show how pursuit of 
mathematics lias always been a world- 
wide phenomenon. A few examples lo 
illustrate this point. Pascal's irianglc 
makes its first appearance in a Chinese 
mathematical treatise, Szu-vuan Yu- 
chien (The Precious Mirror of rhe Four 
Elements) about 300 years before the 
birth of Pascal. Ch’in Chiu-Shao 
(ad 1247), in a detailed exposition on 
the solutions of simultaneous equa- 
tions and other equations of higher 
degree, used Horner’s method SOD 
years before Horner. Solutions of 
infinite series fur trigonometric func- 
tions and the derivation of the series 
and rational approximation for nl A are 
reported as standard results by Nila- 
kantha about 200 years before the 
latter was derived in Europe and 
named after Greogry. 

The word ■'algebra" originated from 


th'c first word of a book Al-jabr w'al 
Muguhala whis was written in ad 820 by 
Al-Rhowuriznii, the most famous ol 
the Arab mathematicians during the 
period of the Islamic Renaissance. 
Al-Kliowarizmi also produced an early 
version of what has come to be known 
as Dienes teaching apparatus for solv- 
ing quadratics which enjoyed such a 
vogue in schools in the 1%0's. And it is 
quite possible that what is at present 
taught in A level classes as trigo- 
nometry would he very different if the 
tenth century Arab mathematicians 
had made a different choice: they were 
aware of both the Indian use of 
half-chord (from which derives the 
present sine function) and the Greek 
use of full chord. They chose the 
Indian method and developed it 
further.

Such examples can be multiplied, 
but (hey illustrate the point that aware- 
ness of non-European heritage of 
mathematics could serve not only to 
enliven lessons but to increase the 
knowledge of and respect for other 
cultures represented in Britain. 

There is a second side to a multi- 
cultural approach to school mathema- 
tics. and that is multicultural inputs 
into certain topics in the mathematics 
curriculum. Only a brief indication ol 
how this can be achieved in three areas 
is given below. 

Counting and measuring are the first 
and probably the most useful activity 
that we are introduced to in schools. 
Yet to know how to count docs not 
menu being able to manipulate the 
numbers one counts with . Fingers - the 
most accessible of abacuses - lend 
themselves easily to the creation of 
different counting systems. One can 
move, using each hand, from counting 
finger tips (I to S) to counting finger 
joints (I to 15 ) to a still more complex 

Although my best-known work is the 
Schools Council MMCP, (Mathema- 
tics for the Majority Continuation 1 
Project) I have been working for the 
last five and a half years on designing, 
writing and developing a collection of 
materials called the Integrated Mathe- 
matics Scheme which is for the full 
nbility range of children aged II to 16. 

I will therefore devote most of this , 
nrficle to explaining the Integrated 
Mathematics Scheme and to indicating 
the principles on which it was con- 
structed. There arc links with MMCP. 
first and foremost through the fact that 
1 was director of MMCp And initiated 
its particular qualities. Secondly, the 
experience gamed from developing 
MMCP had a profound influence on 
the way 1 chose to develop my second 
major project (IMS). 

Between the two projects l worked 
as Inspector of Mathematics in the 
Inner London Education Authority, 
with responsibility for mathematics 
education in some of the most dep- 
rived areas of Britain. This experience 
alio had a. profound influence, and in 
.some ways tempered the curriculum 
development nspects of writing new 
material. It taught me that no change 
can succeed which does not take into 
account teachers' habits and prefer- 
ences and which is nor seen to help 
teachers in the pursuit of their own 
aims. Developments must also give 
due weight to the real working condi- 
tions qf teachers and to the attitude of 
children who are the ultimate custom- 
ers in any curriculum proposal. 


system used in China where the three 
faces of each finger at each of the 
finger joints cun represent numbers 
one to nine. If in ruldiiinn. with the 
Chinese system, each successive finger 
indicates increasing power of 10, a 
hand offers a highly economical way of 
representing numbers up to 1 Uf I.tXNi. A 
comparative study of different 
methods of counting and the numerical 
systems that have grown up to accomo- 
date them could lead to a greater 
understanding of our own system- 

To illustrate, the Mayas of South 
America developed u positional sys- 
tem even more concise than our own 
by using only three symbols - n dot, a 
dash and a shell shape to represent I 's 
find S's and 0’s respectively. This 
system was in use for over l .000 years 
before the Hindu- Arabic numerals 
had arrived in Europe to gradually 
replace Che cumbersome graphic sys- 
tem of the Romans. 

The Muvan system hud other in- 
teresting features. Numbers higher 
than 2U were written in columns to be 
read from bottom to top. So that 186. 
for example, would be written as ■ • • • 
in the top row to represent 9 sets of 20 
and in the bottom row representing ‘6. 


Compared to the Roman way qf 
writing this number (CLXXXVI), it is 
clear that the Mayan system was less 
cumbersome and more efficient in 
arithmetical manipulation, but was 
incapable of achieving the enormous 
efficiency obtained by the place value 
conventions of our numerical system. 
A useful exercise would be to curry out 
a comparison between different 
numeral systems taking the Mayan 
system as a point of reference. 

’ A second example Vcdic mathema- 
tics is particularly relevant these days 
with the increasing use of calculators in 
schools. The tedium associated with 
numerical computations is becoming 
less important, nut coming to the fore 
is the need for greater conceptual 
understanding of the “shapes'* and 
patterns of numbers. 

The Vedas are among the oldest 
scriptural writing in the world, dnting 
back about 4.tKHt years. They con Inin 
not only instructions and guidance in 
religious or spiritual matters hut dis- 
courses on subjects such us medicine, 
diet, handicrafts and mathematics. 
Shunkarcharya of Govnrdhnnn who 
provided comment urics on the 16 
sections (or sutros) of mathematical 


aphorisms claimed that the Vcdic 
methods not only reduce the period 
taken to acquire basic mathematical 
skills but are an easier mid more 
enjoyable way of learning mat hema- 
tics. particularly for school children of 
average ability. 

A detailed exposition of Vcdic 
mathematics is not possible here. Hut 
if one concentrates on arithmetic, the 
underlying rationale of Vcdic methods 
is first to discover the rhythmic pat- 
terns and individual shapes of the nine 
natural mimbcis, and (lieu use the 
"visual" pictures to carry out quite 
complicated arithmetical operations, 
Considerable emphasis is placed on 
the ability to curry out these operations 
mentally and devise short cuts to lessen 
the load of calculations. The use of 
binomial expansions fur squaring, cub- 
ing and quadrupling large numbers is a 
ease in point. From personal teaching 
experience, the quality of ••magic" that 
surrounds Vcdic methods can bring to 
a number of children a satisfaction in 
achievement and a more profound 
sense of numbers. 

A third and final example of multi- 
cultural input into school mathematics 
is the use of geometrical nrt designs

In British current mathematics 


pressures for chungc. We have had the 
Cockcroft and Munn and Dunning 
reports from government committees 
which have taken a cureful look at 
mathematics in secondary schuols; we 
have had n reaction against the exces- 
ses of modernization and we arc now 
commencing a restructuring a( our 
examination system at 16 years. In 
addition, there arc tho phenomena 
of a declining school population, 
unemployment and the challenging 
growth of technical und vocational 
education. On lop of all this, there 
are profound changes that 
are to be produced by the calculator 
and computer. It takes nerve to com- 
mit oneself to writing at a time like this 
as many questions urc unanswered and 
challenges unresolved, hut it is clear 
from the wide response to my new 
materials that leneners expect some- 
one to undertake this work on their 
behalf. 

In writing furu wide abilitv range of 
children one has to tHke a view of how 
these abilities arc really distributed. 
The combined datn which result from 
mathematical testing can tell a great 
deal more about tests than about the 


realities of intelligence. Children Imvc 
n disconcerting habit of contradicting 
the statistical predictions on an indi- 
vidual basis which makes one wonder 
about the utulcrlviux intelligence of all 
human beings. It is obvious that chil- 
dren (and adults) display totally ilis- 
proporliotmte amounts of inicliigcncc 
m different activities. For example, the 
worst academic performer in mv 
school turned out to lie the best 
business man of us all. and it is linrdtv 
surprising that, apart from extremes, 
we cannot predict ability of per form- 
mice with any real confidence. Clue’s 
choices, therefore, become a matter of 
selecting a model that corresponds to 
ones convictions mid trying to reduce 
the dependence of ones muterinl on the 
model chosen because it is Iwnnnl to be 
uncertain.

Early decisions: Having decided to 
develop a new mathematics scheme, I 
had to take a number nf decisions early 
an. The material would have to make 
its own way commercially ns public 
funds cun no longer be found for large 
curriculum development projects (cx- 
vept in certain fields such as microcom- 
puting). so the first important decision 
was that I had to leave my job os a 
London inspector and to survive by 
liaison with a publisher. This proved 
possible. I also decided to write all the 
material myself, with the exception of 
the material for specially gifted chil- 
dren. This decision was based on two 
important factors. First, committee 
derisions are always compromises and 
usually the most exciting innovations 
have to he dropped and second, my 
experience in writing was probably 
much greater than could be found in 
any tencher willing to join a team. 1 
also believe that a textbook can estab- 
lish a relationship between the writer 
and the students using it and that they 
will benefit from continuity and con- 
sistency of writing style. The material 
fur gifted children was written by the 
distinguished mathematics author and 
educator, W W Sawyer, who has a 
worldwide reputation and produced an 
outstanding collection of problems for 
these particular students. 

The next decision was to determine 
the degree to which the electronic 
calculator should he an integral part of 
the scheme. Although some people 
were hesitant in 1979, I decided to 
emphasize calculator use front the age 
of II at the expense of training in 
traditional arithmetical skills, leaving 
it to teachers to redress the balance iT 
they thought it was necessary. My chief 
motivation for this was to allow chil- 
dren to make a clean break from any 
arithmetical failure in the primary 
school and to give them straight away 
the precision calculating tool to use in 
school mathematics and in other sub- 
jects as much as possible. Fortunately 
my point of view was partially sup- 
ported by the Cockcroft Report and 
was soon to be strongly supported by 
the evidence of the children's morale 
on using IMS. 

The next decision involved the struc- 
ture and organisation of materials in 


the course. You might thin), it curious 
til At this decision conic before l he next, 
winch is about the actual curriculum 
content. On reflection, however, it \\ 
clear that the professional textbook 
writer and publisher work within con- 
straints as tar as content is concerned. 
The content is set by public bodies such 
as examination boards, university en- 
trance requirements, etc. to quite a 
large extent, and on these grounds the 
demands of the market must he fulfil- 
led or the publication is hound to fail. I 
decided to produce a structure that 
reduced to a minimum the effect of 
organizational variations in schools. 
Thus the materials should fit mixed 
ability teaching as well as setting and 
broad band streaming, and should 
have sufficient flexibility to allow 
schools to change their modes of 
organization without disrupting learn- 
ing objectives. 

Content of the mathematics curricu- 
lum came next, and my decision was to 
attempt to blend traditional and mod- 
ern mathematics in a way that would 
preserve the concrete, applied 
mathematics most easily appreciated 
by average pupils, while still keeping 
some emphasis on abstraction and 
structure which arc the essence of 
contemporary mathematical activity. 
The materials should also stimulate the 
spirit of enquire in all pupils and build 
confidence in tnc mathematical way of 
thinking as a realistic problem-solving 
strategy. These arc very high-sounding 
ideas which are not easy to achieve, ns 
any of the reforming mathematics pro- 
jects would have to admit. 

The exact nature of the IMS mate- 
rials and the response so far are dear 
consequences ot the early decisions 
taken in 1979. In many ways, a com- 
mittee of mathematics educators could 
have taken the same approach, but 
they would have taken a lot longer to 
arrive. It is of interest that the lime 
scale of the Cockcroft Committee's 
deliberations coincided with mv writ- 
ing timetable, so that Bell & Hyman, 
our publishers, were able to launch a 
post-Cockcroft Mathematics Scheme 
about one month after the publication 
of the Cockcroft Report.

It is the former, “Viewing-Doing" 
which proves to be the more conven- 
tional use of television in primary 
schools. However, according to Mr 
Womack’s inquiry, admittedly a small 
scale investigation, it is the latter or 
“Doing- Viewing” which seems to lead 
to more effective learning. Mr 
Womack argues this may be because 
children's habitual viewing is of an 
undemanding nature and this creates 
an attitude or expectation which they 
bring to school viewing. They have a 
generally different, attitude towards a 
teacher demonstration, for this usually 
demands that there will be some action 
on the part of the children. 

The growth of the video recorder 
makes "Doing-Viewing" more realis- 
tic these days. Also Mr Womack’s 
findings suggest the need for more 
television programmes designed as 
follow-ups to teacher genCfeted les- 
sons. • , 

Part one of the report deals with the 
primary television mathematics prog- 
rammes available during 1980-81. As 
well as providing a brief description 
and appraisal of each of the five series 
7, 2, j , . Go\ My World ; Maths in a 
Box; Leapfrog, and It’s Maths, there 
are some rather nice, volunteered 
comments from teachers and children. 

The second part of the report Is 
concerned with the views of teachers 
on the mathematics programmes. 
These were obtained through ques- 
tionnaires and have been presented in 
a very easy to read, tabular form. 
There are many interesting results and 
comments, not the least being the one 
that summarizes the' reasons for not 
viewing a . mathematics senes.

many it is the usual problems associ- 
ated with organization.

I n September l')82 . the panel of the 
Cambridge Area Hends of 
Mathematics Departments voiced 
a determination that the recom- 
mendations of the Cockcroft Report 
about the (caching of low atlainers in 
mathematics should be put into opera- 
tion in their own schools. 

They Started by searching out 
schemes which were in operation in 
other l.c.a.s. The Hertfordshire 
Achievement Scheme seemed to coin- 
cide most closely with the needs of 
Cambridgeshire; although it prc-daicd 
the publication of the Cockcroft Re- 
port, it emphasized the importance of 
success and motivation tor low attain- 


ing pupils. If pupils arc given tasks 
which show 


attempts to dn what can be done better 
by the teacher in the classroom. This 
remark has implications spreading well 
beyond television into ail aspects of 
modern technology. I am thinking 
here of videos, tape recorders, calcula- 
tors and particularly computers. I 
would like to think that there will be nn 
increasing amount of research into the 
most effective uses of all such hard- 
ware. 

David Womack's report is hardly 
likely to become bedtime reading for 
the rank and tile of the teaching 
profession. But thnt is not a criticism of 
either the report or the teachers. 
Those who do care to Invest their time 
in it will find the report quite readable. 
The statistics are easily presented or 
placed in appendices and there are 
many comments, opinions and conclu- 
sions of value. 

Perhaps the true worth of this report 
will be measured in terms of what 
other research it provokes into the 
most effective use of television (and 
other technology), and ill the help it 
might provide the producers of prog- 
ram mes.

As a result of this investigation, a 
subcommittee, known us LAMB 
(Low Attuincrs in Maths Body), de- 
cided to devise a local achievement 
scheme. It would emphasize the im- 
portance of success and motivation, 
and its syllubus would be based on the 
foundation list laid out in the Cock- 
croft Report. It was nlso intended that 
other Cockcroft recommendations 
should be put into action with low 
attnining pupils. These included nn 
increased use of practical, mental and 
invcstigntional work. LAMB linked 
the areas of mathematics teaching 
which they wished to emphasize to 
testing structures, and decided to de- 
vise a set of achievement tests under 
the following headings: 

• Foundation mathematics 

• Mental arithmetic 

• Calculator skills 

• Prncticnl skills 

• Work units 

In late 1982, LAMB began devising 
syllabuses and developing tests for the 
Cambridgeshire Mathematics Ach- 
ievement Scheme (CM AS). Further 
dctHils of these tests arc:

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M ust mathematics lessons in secon- 
dly schools nrc boring nnd a 
waste of time (ask the pupils!). The 
problem is undoubtedly not peculiar to 
mathematics hut, given the weight and 
intensity of work done over the last 25 
years to reform and enliven school 
mathematics, the current state of 
affairs is acutely disappointing. 

Successive reports, both official and 
unofficial, have sought to encourage 
.teachers to present mathematics as nn 
interesting, exciting and, above all, 
relevant subject. Institutions training 
teachers nnd running in-service 
courses have tried to send enthusiastic 
missionaries into schools- , 

Alas, the reality of today's class- 
rooms is a situnrion where most pupils i 
hate nnd "can't do" mathematics. | 
Often a newly-qualified teacher or a 
teacher returning from a course will go 
into a school bursting with bright 
ideas, only to discover stubborn resist- 
ance to change from senior colic ngucs. 

"We've got to get through the 
syllabus", they will say. “Parents won’t 
like any new-fangled stuff. Pupils i 
aren't used to it." And from the 
children themseves; "Please sir, this 
isn’t like the maths Mr. James used to 
I teach us.” 

Excuses for not trying to enliven 
school mathematics abound. Perhaps 
the reasons Tor lack of enterprise 
include lack of confidence in tcacncrs; 
cx&mi nation pressures ; teacher i ncom- 
pctencc; teacher laziness nnd a gener- 
al! all-round reluctance to change 
anything at all even when the present 

Strang undercurrents swirl beneath 
the placid surface of (ruditionui 
mathematics leaching. They could 
bring about substantial changes in 
classroom practice. Much of their 
impetus stems from the Q^kcroft 
Report, which has nwakend unpre- 
cedented inrerest in the mathematics 
needs of the less academic. The new 
General Certificate of Secondary 
Education could provide the vehicle, 
while the nascent realism about the 
place of mathematics in the world 
suggests it will find its style in applied 
mathematics. 

Prominent among those working to 
that end is Professor David Burghes of 
Exeter University . He is the loader at 
1% Spode Group, -made '“up of 
mathematics teachers and lecturers 
who leal It is time to remove the veils 
from their subject and demonstrate its 
links with real life in their teaching. 
This can be done, they say, by putting 
problems before youngsters ana show- 
lng v how they can be solved by using 
mathematics rather than the usual 
method of supplying the mothematicn! 
concepts and leaving the youngsters to 
find applications.

tion of these exhot tat ions in the Cock- 
croft Report's suggestions. 

Looking through nudhematicnl 
jour mils, the above findings at first 
sight present a contradiction. The 
journals are full of accounts of exciting 
work done by teachers: investigations, 
real fife problems, projects . . . The 
small core of enthusiasts who tin seek 
to make the mathematics classroom a 
livelier place must represent u liny 
proportion of mathematics teachers. 
The typical teacher not only fails to try 
to adopt a wide range of activity in the 
classroom hut does not rcud articles in 
journals either (let alone write them!) 

Often, for timetable convenience, 
secondary schools have “double" 
periods for mathematics lasting up to 
one and a half hours. Such sessions 
would be welcomed if teachers were to 
spend the time encouraging pupil 
activity through investigations ete, hut 
in practice this rarely occurs ami the 
result is u series of endless, long.
